CHAPTER V. 

To Find Ueer Lying Down. 

When entirely undisturbed by man, dew will He down almost 
anywhere. They prefer, however, the points of ridges, the heads 
of little ravines or hollows, old wind falls, thin thickets contain¬ 
ing fallen logs, hazel Ihickets, fern patches, brushy hillsides and 
basins. In open, bluffy countries, they will take sometimes the 
points, sometimes the backbone of a ridge, sometimes the heads 
of ravines or thickets along the bottom, and sometimes will He 
anywhere along a hillside. In cold weather they wUI lie in the 
sun, although not always entirely In the open, and In hot weather 
they are quite as sure to take the shade. On the prairie they take 
the long grass of the sloughs, or the brushy edges or centers of 
scrub timber patches. In mountainous countries they love the 
bottoms of canons, shady ravines, brushy basins, brushy heads of 
gulches, the brush along creeks, the shade of big rocks, and often 
the very bottom of deep, cool gullies; while In Winter they are 
more apt to be out on the open ridges, ou the sunny aide of a 
bush, or sunny head of a gulch or hollow. Sometimes they will 
lie like cattle, right under an open tree upon open ground, and 
sometimes will go to the roughest ground and thickest brush. 

If not much troubled they will not generally go far from their 
feeding ground or watering place to lie down, and will often He 
down quite near either one. But bunting Is sure to drive them 
back, sometimes even as far as two or three miles, and if much 
persecuted they will take to the thickest brush, the roughest and 
most Inaccessible ground; and In mountainous countries hunting 
Is almost certain to drive them to higher ground, from which 
they will descend only at night, and get back by daylight. They 
will, too, generally go further back, about the full of tbe moon, 
and take higher ridges and sunny points In Winter, provided they 
are not so high as to be cold or snowy. They will seldom lie 
where they will be often disturbed with near noises that will make 
them get up often and look, such as wagons, cattle, etc., though 
they do not mind distant noises, even of men. 

Just when and where a deer may be expected to He down dur¬ 
ing tbe day is a very puzzling question that can be answered 
only approximately, and only then by special observation on the 
part of tbe hunter, as their movements in this respect vary with 
time of year, tbe nature of tbe ground, amount of hunting, time 
of moon, etc. Like many other kinds of game, they are provok- 
Ingly Irregular In many of their habits, and often He where you 
would not expect them, and pass by dozens of places that you 
would pronounce just the place. At night they will He as well as 
feed almost anywhere, even within 800 yards of a house from 
which they will run a mile at daybreak. For this reason care 
must be taken to distinguish the night beds from day beds. But In 
gei.eral they will be found during the day In such places as above 
described. 

On going to the ground where they He down, the same caution 
must be observed as when they are on foot; and In regard to 
uulse from the feet you must be morecautlous, as lying with head 
near tbe ground they will hear such sounds more readily than 
when moving around. 

Though they cannot see or smell you quite so well as when 
up, they can still do either quickly enough. A deer lies sometimes 
with head up and sometimes with It laid over on bis side, but In 
either case he Is most always listening and watching. Occasion¬ 
ally a deer drops Into a light doze in the daytime, but eveu then 
Ills senses caunot be trifled with, though once In a while you may 
get very close before be knows It. But I believe this dozing to 
be very rare where they are much bunted, and at all events Is so 
rare that It must never be depended upon. Sometimes (of which 
hereafter) a deer will purposely He close or hide, but in such 
cu>e you gain little or nothing by going carelessly. This lying 
close will rarely trouble you, aud you will likely Bod all the diffl 
cully the other way, viz., to get sight of one at all before he Is 
gone. 

Sometimes It will be quite easy to see them In their beds, and 
sometimes so dlflicult as to make It quite a waste of time to try 
to do anything more than "jump” them close enough for a shot. 

Whether to spend much time In trying to see them in their 
beds, depends upon the nature of your ground. Where It is 
pretty brushy, rocky, or covered with windfalls. It la very hard 
to see them In bed unless there Is snow on tbe ground; aud It 
I" hard enough then unless tbe ground Is rolling enough to let 
>ou get above them and look down upon them. Hence If tbe 
ground is such that you cannot see them In bed, your object 
must be to get over as much ground as possible with tbe least 
■lolse; wbUe on ground where they can be seen, you must strain 
)uur eyes to tbe utmost, for It Is no easy matter to see them even 
' hen, and you will have a much better shot if you can And them 
In bed. 

Very rarely does a deer He twice In ^e very same bed, though 
they sometimes do. A fat old buck In early Fall before tbe Urea 
of love get too warm, will sometimes do It and any deer will 
sometimes He for several days on a piece of a few acres, though 
be may roam far away from It at night. I have known fawns 
He twice In the same bush and a barren doe He right beside an 
unmistakable bed of tbe day before. But as a rule they change 
their beds so often that It will rarely pay you to go much out 
nf ybdr way to Inspect a place where you have previously started 
a deer; though wherever you find a recent bed from which you 
have not started the occupant, you may look out a little sharper 
than usual In that vicinity. Oenerally deer roam over a space 
from one to three miles In diameter, being here to-day and there 
•o-inorrow, or two or three days In one direction and two or 
three or four In another direction, etc., so that it will rarely pay 
to hunt around old beds. Bomctlmes they will live for weeks or 
even months on a piece of a few acres and return to It In a day or 
two If driven off, but generally It will not pay to look on the 


same ground until two or three davs after starting them off 
of It. 

One of the first and most natural blunders that tbe beginner 
will fall Into If left to work out his own knowledge. Is to spend 
all the middle of the day hunting on tbe ridges, or where be sees 
the most tracks, whereas to fact most of tbe deer are probably a 
mile or more away. 

We must therefore leave the open ridges and go to the rough, 
brushy ground where deer He down. Half a mile to tbe north of 
here are some very brushy ridges and windfalls, and just beyond 
them lean old pine “slash,’’ a piece of ground from which most 
of tbe pine timber has been cut out. A “slash’’ Is about as 
rough a piece of ground as la possibly consistent with still hunt¬ 
ing, being covered In all directions with logs, tree tops, and 
grown up very thick In places with brush and briers. But there 
Is no kind of ground more loved by the deer as a place to He 
down. In the cool days of Autumn or the sunny days of Winter. 

We shall now have to depend upon starting, or, as It Is techni¬ 
cally called “jumping,’’ a deer, as In this kind of ground, and 
without tbe aid of snow It Is so very dlflicult to see them lying 
down, that It Is not worth attempting. “Jumping’’ deer Is 
another point upon which the beginner Is almost certain to get 
erroneous Ideas. He Is very apt to form hla notions from the 
analogy of jumping rabbKs and go pottering about expecting to 
see a deer hop out of any bush within thirty or forty yards. Of 
course this will occasionally happen, especially when deer are 
plenty and tame; but three limes out of four jumping a deer Is 
what we sball now see for ourselves. 

We are coming now to a largo windfall, and will atop to 
Inspect It. Mounting one of the huge fallen trunks on the out¬ 
side we see nothing but great shafts of timber lying prone In 
ruinous confusion, mixed throughout with great upturned roots 
and crushed and shattered tops, and through It all a rank growth 
of briers aud young brush. But wherever we see the bare ground 
the tracks of deer are noticeable. See that smooth, oval de¬ 
pression In the ground on the sunny side of that great upturned 
butt? A deer laid there yesterday; and now look out sharp, for 
It Is not unlikely that he Is here U^ay If be has not been dis¬ 
turbed. 

Hark! Did your ear catch that faint crack of brush about one 
hundred yards cffl No, your ear, yet dull and untrained, did not 
notice It; and If It had would probably have taken It for a squir¬ 
rel, tbe wind, or something else. 

We arrive at tbe other side at last without seeing or hearing 
anything. But let us just for fun take a little circuit around this 
edge, and see If anything has come out. What's that about 
twenty yards ahead.tbere where those leaves are upturnedi They 
look rather fresh on one side. Tes, they are still moist, and the 
dirt, too, is dark, damp and soft; and now we see the print of 
four feet that have gone down Into tbe ground with a plunge 
from on high. Look back, just over this big log, and see If you 
don’t find some more there. “Yes; and here are more just be¬ 
yond tbe next log; yes, and still more leading back to the center 
of tbe windfall.” 

Well, we've “ jumped ” one deer; now let’s try another. Do 
you mark yon low brushy ridge a quarter of a mile ahead, with a 
lot of briers and brush upon Its point) Now swing way round a 
quarter of a mile to tbe left, and strike the backbone of the 
ridge two hundred or three hundred yards from tbe point, and 
tben move slowly down toward It. 

Too much trouble, Is It, for an uncertainty) Well, go straight 
toward It, then. Before you become a successful hunter you will 
take much more trouble than that for an uncertainly. You 
might almost as well not go to tbe ridge at all as to go that way. 

On you go, however, right up to tbe point, and just as you get 
fairly on It, you find some more of the long plunging jumps, 
with which you are already acquainted. These, too, are fresh. 

Follow them backward now until you find where he started 
from. Just to tbe very point of tbe ridge they lead where in a 
bunch of very thin bushes and briers, you find bis bed fresh and 
warm. Yon see he landed about fifteen feet from It at the very 
Bret jump. Now stoop down In It until your head Is about 
eighteen luches from the ground, and you will find that you can 
still see all the low ground over which you came, and for one 
hundred yards on each side of your course. He very probably 
saw you, although be might possibly have beard you also; but 
with this cross breeze he could hardly have smelt you. Had you 
swung around and come down tbe ridge, you would have had 
an equal advantage of the wind, would have had the sun on your 
back, and could not only have got much closer, but would have 
had a shot or two at him as he waltzed away over tbe lower 
ground; or If he had run around either side of the ridge you 
would probably have beard him and by running to that side would 
have got a good shot or two. At all events you would have got 
a sight of him which would be no small pleasure, even If you 
could not shoot him. 

We are now In sight of tbe old " slash,” a clearing with tall, 
dead, burned, blasted trees standing here and there, and logs, 
tree-tops, brush, briers, etc., scattered all over. You must now 
study four things, in this order: First, to avoid noise; second, 
the wind; third, to keep on as high ground as possible; fourth, 
keep the sun on your back. Very often the wind is of tbe first im¬ 
portance, but where deer are lying In a slash or other heavy 
brush, the noise Is the most Important to avoid. Hence, wber 
ever there are old logging roads, cattle paths, or other open 
places through which you can walk noiselessly, take them, with¬ 
out regard to wind. But If there are none, then be sure to work 
up wind. 

For an hour you toll through tbs bristly beard that covers tbe 
face of this old pine chopping, when you discover another aeries 
of jumps. But here there are half a dozen tearing up the ground 
and smashing down brush In all directions. ^ 

“And yet I have seen and heard nothing!” Even so. You 
started at least five here and may have jumped as many more 
whose tracks you have not seen. But yon are learning fast, for 
you are now finding out what “ jumping” a deer means; most of 
the time out of shot, half the time out of bearing, and even out 
of sight. 

Well, let ns go on. The ground soon gets more broken as 
It nears a creek. - The creek bottom la covered more or leas 



with hard wood, and some timber now begins to appear on the 
ground we are on. 

But hark! What sound Is that comes back ou tbe air like the 
distant hoof of a horse In slow gallop) It comes from the under 
side of the bill we are on, toward the creek bottom. Mark now 
how unassisted verdancy will do just the thing he ought not to, 
a thing be Is almost always doing In still hunting. You think 
you are very smart In sneaking cautiously to the edge of the hill 
and peering cautiously over In the direction of the sound. 
But you do not see that dim, dark spot just fade away with a 
single whisk Into tbe timber on your left. 

While you were cautiously sneaking bo was getting swiftly 
away, and stopped an Instant In the edge of the timber to look 
back. He tben saw your bat rise slowly over the edge of tbe 
bill. As he was standing still and you were moving, he had every 
advantage of you, and slipped away before your eyes got around 
to where he was on the left. But you probably would not have 
seen him standing at all. Now you should have run at your top 
speed for the edge of the hill the Instant you heard toe first 
bounds of bis hoofs, and stopped the Instant you caught sight 
of him. In this way you would either have got a running shot, 
or else, by getting In sight and standing still, before he stopped, 
you would have bad the same advantage over him that, by your 
slowness, he got over you. 

It la now getting time to work toward tbe ridges again, for 
this, being the dark of the moon, the deer will begin to stir about 
four or five o’clock. You will follow the same rules you did In 
bunting the ridges this morning, remembering, however, that as 
night approaches It gels much harder to make out a deer, al¬ 
though tree trunks, and other objeets still remain very distinct. 

Night closes In at last, and drops her dark pall around your 
dead hopes. You wend your way homeward with heavy heart, 
and disconsolate countenance; for you have not yet even had a 
glimpse of a solitary tall. 

Yet why despond, dear friend f You can't expect to learn an 
art In a day. You have already made great progress, for you 
have learned the first great lesson, to wit, what deer bunting Is 
not. You do nut yet realize. In a practical form, the great de¬ 
gree of caution necessary. You still step too bard; tread on too 
many dead sticks; let your clothes touch too much brush, and 
your eyes are yet dull and uncultivated. You have learned far 
more than If you bad seen a dozen deer, and If you only have 
patience and perseverance, time will bring you an ample reward. 
It took me just eleven days of constant bunting, where deer 
were quite plenty, but wild, to get aighl of my first deer. I make 
this humiliating confession for your beneflt. The caucus were 
boot!, dry leaves, still days, and totally erroneous Ideas derived 
from pictures, huutli.g novels, stories, old hunters’ gabble, etc., 
with not a book or other friend to help me.

Heck and 
George called their dogs and started on a fast run for a shot over 
the dropper. They got there just In time to see one of their dogs 
(Heck’s) jump on to tbe dropper, and George’s dog run Into the 
covey. Hcck dropped bis gun, got a fence rail to separate the 
dropper and the “thoroughbred,” and by tbe time that was 
accomplished, the quails were—none of tbe party knew where.

8. L. A., Jr., Boston, Ma.«s.—Will you kindly advise me what course 
to pursue with my Gordon setter bltcn. She is now two years old, and 
® well-built and developed dog. Last August she bad distemper 
which resulted In thecotire love of use of her hind parts, and for four 
weeks she was completely paralyzed. I bad tw^ of tbe best veterinary 
surgeons in Boston altooa her, nut neither of them tboiighl she would 
recover. I was determiuud to pull her through if loore waa any 
chance of doing so, and did eo by means of the greateat care and nurs¬ 
ing. She Is now quite lively, but her legs have not recovered their 
strength by any means. When she runs she Jumps her hind legs along 
as though they were tied together, aud is appareuify unable to move 
them Indepcadcotly. When she takes a slower gait she ^'racks,'* llkei 
horse, and it Is only when she walks that her legs seem lu move at all 
freely. Her bowels are more or less costive, so 1 give her sulphur 
quite freely In her food, which consists of corn meal with meat, vege¬ 
tables, etc., boiled together, and milk. Her appetite is fair; but her 
nose Is mostly dry and hot. Her eyes look clear and bright; her mouth 
clean ; hut her coat dull and dead. 1 have not seen her acratch her¬ 
self with her legs since she was sick. About three or four weeks ago 
sbecamo in beat and as she seemed quits lively \ bad her served. But 
so fsr she shows no change In appearance, and I tblnk she will not 
prove with whelp. I took beront for quite a walk on Monday last, 
which she seemed to enjoy, but after ninulog a little while she seemed 
to lesestrcngth, and when 1 called her to ocel, her bind legs would 
swing round to the left and she would almost fall, when she 
passes her water or evacuates, tbe nearly always docs so 
while on the mu. Have you over known dogs similarly 
uITctcd to set tbeir strength back, and freedom of motion, eo 
us not to he very marked in their aclioof She is very toio. 
Ans.—There Is very little hope of an enllrc recovery, as It has rnn too 
long, aud these cases are always worse and harder to cure In bitches 
Ihttu in dogs, as their generative organs are more or less afTccied and 
the spine aiwayH takes a more unyielding condition than lu doge; the 
•Impic fact of the womb and ovaries and ligaments connected with 
them being affected, the back Is sure to be so too, and a cure Is less 
probable, nnt we would recommend a coiirseof stryebniue with local 
treatment In tbe way of counter-irritation to the loins; clip off the hair 
from near the root of the tail to the beginnlDg of the withers and blU* 
ter with croton oil, mixed with raw lluseud oil In the proportion ofouo 
toelght; after a coQple of days oil the surface with olive oil. after the 
pustules that arise heal, repeat tbe blister, and continue doing so for 
ahont a month. Intcrnalfy give ptlla made as follows: l^ke of 
powdered oux vomica one araui, Iodide of potash two drams, powdered 
geiillan ouednim and syrnp to mix; make thirty pills, give half of one 
night and morning after eating for about three days, then Increase to 
one pill at each dose and continue at that dose for a month or so, or 
uutll ytiQ see sllffuGBS of legs and rigidity of muscles shortly alter 
taking a pt1l, then atop by decreasing the aoso the same us it was'ln* 
creased. Feed liberally on noiirishlug diet; give some raw beef every 
day and liver occasionally to keep the bowels regular, you can dispense 
with the sulphur to advaniage; \f it is necessary to give sometblng to 
loosen the bowels give confection of senna, or sollu extract of dande¬ 
lion, or syrup of buckthorn. Oatmeal is better than corn. Jo addi¬ 
tion to the above give a two-grain quinine pill morning and night for a 
month; give gcotie exercise. If she is In whelp the treatment can be 
applied Just thesanie. Let us know what the result is. 

F. E. B., Syracuse, Neb.—1. What would you prGt>cribe fora pointer 
dog, about eight months old, that seems Lu be uillictod about as follows f 
At lour moDtns of age be appeared to have a mild form of distemper, 
coughed some, eyes run, but did not run at tbe nose. Gave him sulpbor 
and milk, pot tar on bis nose; he was sick then about leu days, and to 
all appearances bad recovered. About three weeks afterward bo com- 
menct'd to twitch In the fore shoulders and legs, and occasionally his 
bead and bind legs would be slmllsrly affeciad, and he hae been coo- 
slautly troubled in that way ever since. I supposed It was chorea, aud 
gave him tbe following presrriplloD (4) oue halfouce a day; Iodide of 
potash and nui vomica, each two grains; bromide of potassium, throe 
grains: suhearbonate ol bismuth, ten grains. Gave him that ten days, 
wltbont any improvement, and than I gave five drops of belladonna 
three times a day for five days; saw no improvement, and then com¬ 
menced again on the first prescription. He is In good spirits, 
good fteeb, bair smooth and bright, appetite medium. 1 feed 
him scraps from the table. 2. I have a floe setter dog that 
about two weeks ago commenced to cough. I paid no atten¬ 
tion to It theu, He it was eo Infrequent as not to attract notice. 
Within tbe past week it seems to have become chronic, and the least 
exertion causes him to cough severely, particularly when ho flret moves 
about. He retches violently as though he would vomit, hot does not. 
Ho is two years old. Had the distemper when a puppy, ilia eyes are 
blight, hie nofc moist, and no discharge therefrom; appetite good, 
playful aud In good spfrlls. Tboagbt It might be worma and have for 
three days giveu him, once a day, fiReen drops turpentine In UblesptmD- 
fui of castor oil. He Is no better. Cau you tell me what is tbe trouble 
and what I shall doT Aoe.—1. The nux vomica Is usually bad in such 
cases, aa it is too much of a nerve sllmulaut. Try nitrate of silver In 
one-quarter grain doses, morning aotl night, given In pills, inclosed In 
capsules, and five grains of bromide of potash in solution, morning 
and night. 2. Take of ayrnp of tola, two onnees; syrup of squills, two 
drams; compound tincture of heoxuine one dram; glycerine to make 
fouruuDces. Mix, and give a dcseertBpoonfiil three times a day. Ifhe 
does not Improve lu a week, give him adram of areca nut, and after six 
hoars give a dose of oil, and continue the mlxtare as before. 

B. P., Carlyle, HI —I have a black setter dog about eleven mouths 
old, in a carlooi condltloo. First I noticed a little stiffuess in back, 
then tameoesB In right hind leg. i examined bis foot to see If there 
was anything in it. Found nothing there, but noticed a large knot on 
bis sheath. 1 batbsd It In turpenilnc and camphor,, mixed equally; this 
waa Saturday noon, and in the evening he went with me aImiuI a nille 
to shoot dnexB. and appeared lively enough. Sunday noon I noticed 
the knot bad disappeared, but tbe skin looked very red. 1 gruastd It 
with fresh lard, and tbonghtbe waa about all ligbL but Monmy morn¬ 
ing came, and when I went to see about him. be tried to get up, pat bis 
fore legs out In fronl, whined, reeled, and fell over. I noticeo bis fore 
legs were swelled about a third larger than tbeir usual stxe. He Is all 
the time wblolng and complaining. Sometimes he sits op. with bis 
fore logs well braced out In front. This morning, April 12, be can 
stand np, and walk some when 1 help him op. 1 forgot to state I 
bathed bis fore legs lu tarpenllne aud camphor last night, as holbre. 
Me seems to have good appetite, and tbe swelling has gone down some. 
Please tell me how to treat bis case. Aos.^Glvchlm saiyclllaicof soda 
lu ten grain doses, three times a day for two days, then fdve snlpblte of 
soda in five gralu doses, morning and night, for two days; then change 
to Bolphate of Iron, half a dram, sulphate of quinine, half adram, 
snlpbfiric acid, two oraras, simple syrup one ounce, aud water to make 
four ounces, mix, and give a dosserispoonfhl morning and olgbt. 

Reno. Cedar Rapids, la.—I have a letter dog two years old. whose 
oyee have never looked right since he bad distemper. HedldnotMeem 
to be ban by tbe disease, but U bung on him a long time. This Winter 
be had a touch of mange, bot all skiu lodlcailona have disappeared, ball 
think bis blood Is still bad ., The haw of the eye Is drawn np over about 
half tbe eye, and the lower lid seems to drop down, so that In looking 
at him one aees little or nothing of the eve. He hae a habit of staying 
out nights, and once or twice has suffered from cold and exposure. He 
dooHsoem disposed toplayorbe cbeerfal, but Is very dumpy, and will 
refose anv food blit meat. Coat dirty, and somewhat rough. Canyon 
tell me bow to bolter bis condition f Aos.-^lve him a teaspoontal 
of elixir callsaya bark, Iron and blsmoih throe times a day, and a 
tablespoonful ol cod llveroll three times a day. This treatment ought 
to Improve him In &boni a mooita. Bathe the eye with tepid milk and 
water twice a day. If hla bowels are costive, give mild dose of castor 
oil. 


SuBsoBiBXR, Brookfield, Maas.—Please Inform me if dogs are subject 
to llco, Bverv year my setter dog, three years old, seems to bu troubled 
that way. I have tried several remedies without effect. Can yciu give 
me a remedf. Ans.—Use pi/refhmm cinfraritr /o/iwwi, powdered. 
Be sore U \b not Pyrethrum carneum, or Pyrethrum rnne tm. Rub 
thoroughly In tbe hair, and half an boor after wash tbe dog thoroughly 
with warm water aud carbolic acid soap. Rub dry, and comb out the 
dead lice and ults; as unless tbenits are destroyed this will give but 
temporary relief. The dog should beexamioea daily, And tbe remedy 
repeated os uftoo as Indicated to be necessary. Tbe oeddiog should be 
changed after each washing, not forgetting tbe corners or crovlcea of 
the kennel.

A dog l.s seleeted, iiossibly simply because he writes 
cbaiuploii I'efore his name, possibly (If the breeder be excep¬ 
tionally far-seeing) because he appears likely to correct the faulw 
of the bitch, regardless of the fact that each of them Inherits, 
though each docs not display, precisely the same faults. He 
singles out and keeps the best puppy; the rest arc scattered to 
the winds. The pup Is perverse ennugh to obey the laws of 
nature, and to grow up with the defects which his sire and dam 
owe to a eominoa ancestor. The bitch is condemned as worth¬ 
less for breeding, and the aspirant either gives up the attempt, 
or. If unusually persevering, tries another experiment on pre¬ 
cisely the same principles. What, I may be asked, should he 
have done f Now, no paper Instruetions, nothing but care, 
patience and experience, often dearly bought, will enable a man 
to breed any sort of stock successfully. Still, there are a few 
plain rules, by observing which a breeder will at least diminish 
his chances of failure at the outset. In the flrsl place, what an 
animal reproduces Is not primarily Its own Individual peculiarities, 
but the peculiarities of Its family. If it is lu-bred—that Is, If the 
sire and dum possess the same hereditary type—then It Is almost 
sure to reproduce that type. If It is cross-bred—that Is, If It 
combines more than one hereditary type, it will probably, though 
not certainly, reproduce the oldest and most Bxed. If It be an 

amalgam of a number of strains. It may reproduce anything. 
These remarks, of course, only take Into account the Influence 
of one parent. That luBueucc may reign paramount, or it may¬ 
be modlflcd or wholly destroyed by the influence of the other 
parent. If both of tlie parents be of the same heredlttry type, 
and that a well-detined one, then, and then only, he may be 
pretty sure of the result. If they differ, we may get either oue 
type or the other, or possibly, a uew variety, differing from 
either of the parent types. In pure breeding then—t. e. breeding 
from animals of the same type, and who derive that type from a 
common stock—Ilea our only hope of certainty. Here and there 
of courso It is necessary to eross to get rid of certain positive de¬ 
fects, but the process Is a perilous one, aud should he undertaken 
with Caution. These are but trtte maxims, ye' few people obey 
them iu practice. 

Having then established the principle that there must be a 
aufliclent degree of similarity and of common descent to insure 
uniformity, we have to face the question of selecting and mating 
the individual specimens. And here I believe that an error is 
often made by breeders who have risen a degree above the prac¬ 
tices which I described at the outset. A favorite notion Is that 
we should correct the defects of one parent by the excessive 
merlte of the other. Now, In details this may be true enough. 
If we have large cars on one side we must try to diminish the 
liability by getting small cars on theptber; so with legs, and 
feet, and coat, and with pecullarltlea of temper. But It is a fatal 
error to couple two animals of widely dltfcrcnt tyiie, as a big 
leggy dog with a neat compact bitch, or a light shelly bitch with 
a coarse, thick-set dog. Modify your 'type gradually by careful 
selection. No valuable breed of animals was ever yet produced, 
as far as 1 know, at one bound, by the combination of widely 
differing sorts. 

As to the question of In-lireedlng, my own view on the subject 
Is, never be afraid of In-breedlng, and never In-breed except 
when it Is necessary. Use the most suitable dog. If two dogs 
be equally suitable, choose that one who Is least nearly related. 
Without a ccrlaiii amount of In-breodlng It Is Impossible, as 1 
have said before, to Insure eertaliity of type. With reference to 
the precise degree of lu-Urecdlng that may be permitted. It la 
impossible to lay down a general rule. The whole question was 
V. ell discussed lu some articles which appeared several yeara ago In 
i:.e Live Slock Journal. The writer there clearly pointed out the 
n asou why in-breeding has in domestic animals been sometimes 
I, bended with disastrous results. Almostevery animal baa certain 
morbid teuilenciea, and once any morbid tendency has eatabllsbed 
I'ii If in a family, every consanguineous union of course tends 
to double it. Id some animals the very process which fits 
them for the use of man Is In Itself the creation 
of a morbid tendency. The fattening properties of the 
hell ester sheep and the Short-horn ox are obtained by a 
certain exaggeration of one part of the system—the consequent 
disturhance of the healthy harmony of the whole. In wild aiil- 
nials the process of ‘‘ struggle for existence " constantly tends 
to preserve that harmony, and to redress any violation of It. 
Hence, among wild aulmals In-breedlng Is cariled to great 
Icngth.s with impunity. In all kinds of dogs used for field 
sports artificial selection has, on the whole, adopted and perpet- 
uitcd the same characteristics that nature preserves In wild ani¬ 
mals. Hence the extent to which In-breeding may be safely 
carried, as In the Laverack Betters. At the same time there are 
In all strains certain inherent defects, and the Inevitable ten¬ 
dency ^f In-breedlng Is to enhance these defects; hence. If we 
In-i.wccil closely, we must select those specimens who are most 
free from the family fallings. In doge, I Im strongly of opinion 


that shyness la a result to be feared froui too close breeding. It 
Is hardly needful to say that this shyness, which Is a fatal fault 
In a ehow dog, and a aerlous drawback to bis working and com¬ 
panionable qualities, la wholly different from timidity. One of 
the very best working terriers I have ever known la so shy as 
to be absolutely wretched lu a crowded street or at a show. She 
Is the offspring of very near relations, and In her case In-brecd- 
lug has not pi^uced any bad effects In the way of weedlness or 
constitutional weakness. 

There Is one more point to be noticed In the msnsgement of 
the brood bitch—that Is, the age at which It Is desirable to breed 
from her. While 1 believe that a bitch does not reach her prime 
till she Is over two years old, I never should object to put a 
bitch of ten or eleven months old to the dog If the seasou of the 
year were suitable. I have known good pupa so bred, and In many 
cases the process Is beueflclal to the hitch’s temper and appear¬ 
ance, and also, 1 think, to the next litter. To let a bitch remain 
a maiden beyond her second heat is, In my opinion, dangerous, 
as likely to make her a shy breeder hereafter. I need hardly say 
that March, April, and May are the best months for puppies to 
come in; September and October the worst. Indeed, It Is only 
under exceptional circumstances that 1 should ever breed su 
Autumn litter. 

It may, perhaps, be well to supplement these generalities by 
some more detailed advice. If any one wishes to ostablUb a ken¬ 
nel of fox-terriers In the easiest and least expensive way, I should 
recommend him to set about It as follows: Let him get two 
bitches of good blood, and free from positive defects. The bet¬ 
ter looking they are doubtless the better his chance, but let him he 
sure they are healthy aud game It Is diflicult to assign exactly 
the different share which each parent has In Infiuenclng the off¬ 
spring, and I am locl’Incd to think that most of the theories which 
have been put forward on this polat rest on no solid basis. But 
this much may be taken for granted, that temper and constitution 
are largely determined by the mother, aud that If we would have 
healthy offspring we must have a healthy dam. Let the breeder, 
then, give these bitebes a fair chance, mating them carefully, and 
discarding none of their pups till he Is sure they are worthless. 
Even then. If he can, he will do well to keep bla eye on them. 
Every pup we breed Is the result of an experiment from which 
snmetblng may be learnt, and In this respect one’s failures may 
be the stepping stones to future success. Suppose, for example, 
that there la one good bitch In a litter, while the rest have all bad 
shoulders. If the breeder keeps sight of these he will know that 
be must be on bU guard against that fault in breeding from their 
sister. If, as Is too often the case, be troubles himself about 
nothing beyond the Individual animal, be will be astonished at 
the appearance. In the next generation, of a fault from which 
both I urents arc free. By such a system as I have Indicated, a 
breeder will get a thorough faiulllarlty with the hereditary pecu¬ 
liarities of all his stock—he will. In a word, know the material 
with which he is working.

Stakes fur Amateur Breakers. 

U 1 L 1 .SDALB, Mica. 

Editor Chicago Fielh:— -As in my past writings 1 have In¬ 
variably expressed my respect for all professionals who conduct 
themselves In a sportsmanlike manner, I trust no one of my 
readers will consider what I shall say now a proof that I have 
changed my opinion of those who make an honorable livelihood 
by ministering to the pleasures of their more wealthy fellow 
sportsmen. 1 have ever been equally earnest In my efforts to In¬ 
dues gentlemen generally to break their own dogs, whenever busi¬ 
ness or the other duties of their lives will allow them to do so, nor 
has there been any Inconsistency in all this, as I havetbougbtand 
tried to show that each class of breakers has Its own sphere, and 
that bencHts will follow both systems. The advantage of stakes for 
amateur breakers at Held trials Is just now attracting public atr 
tentlOD, and as one deeply Interested lu the advancement of all 
pertaining to Held sports, I offer my views upon the point in 
question, though I have so far taken no part lu trials. En pas- 
eaut, I would say my non-appearance has not been due to any 
lack of faith lu the principle of Beld trials; but to the conviction 
that as they have bllbcrto been conducted, they have simply 
served to set up a false standard of the qualities American 
sportsmen need In their dogs. Whether right or wrong, my be¬ 
lief Is an honest one, and until It is changed or trial rules con¬ 
form more nearly to my Ideas, I shall make no entries; yet see 
no reason why I should be silent, but on the contrary believe It 
Is every man’s duty to put bis shoulder to the wheel, and help all 
he can to push along till the smooth road Is reached. 

Professional breakers stand to day In a very different position 
from that they occupied twenty years ago. Then they were, as a 
class, lawless, Ignorant, idle fellows. Incapable of making a liv¬ 
ing In any of the recognized reputable occupations. They were 
little thought of by their fellow men, who employed them only 
because both public sentiment and lack of personal knowledge of 
breaking, made It Impossible for bnelness men to handle their 
own dogs. The lack of general support of Held sports was 
directly responsible for the existence of such fellows, and when 
with greater national wealth a more liberal sentiment was adopted, 
one of Its first results was the abolition of the old type of break¬ 
ers. Qentlemen bad nothing in common with such scapegraces, 
and were forced In self defense to Ignore and discountenance 
them. Occasionally one Is still met with, but he stands alone, 
all the more conspicuous for bis solitary state, a memento of a 
past to which we have no wish to return. 

The professional breakers of to-day are as a rule honorable 
men. Many of them are sportsmen iu the truest sense of the term, 
but unable from lack of the world's goods, to follow the bent of 
their iDclinatlon unless they can make a business of their pleas¬ 
ure. Some of those most noted are men of education, and a lew 
have been members of the learned professions, forced by misfor¬ 
tunes or the demands of heslth to seek other employment than 
that for which they fitted themselves. Those who have gained 
reputation, are men of marked ability in their line. The public 
has been so well educated of late that it knows what lo require, 
and sportsmen will be satlsfled with nothing less than g.,od 
measure from those they employ. It would be strange If men of 
ordinary capacity who devote their Uvea to this pursuit did not 
acquire skill therein; more skill than others who only occasion¬ 
ally follow the same path, aud thus It Is that dogs broken by 
professionals display a higher degree of attainment, than those 
that take their lessons from amateurs. Professionals and their 
dogs have practically made up the support of our past field trials, 
and It Is claimed, without them trials would even now soon fall 
through. There la no question that lu all events where great 
interests are at stake,whether upon the turf, the wave, or at trials, 
the best talent Is needed to land the prizes I therefore unhesi¬ 
tatingly admit the Influence professional breakera have bad, and 
must continue to exert upon the field trial future, hut for all this 
I think great good can be accomplished by the creation of ama¬ 
teur claases, that eucouragemeot will bring such out, and that 
through them trials will be popularized and placed upon a better, 
stronger footing than they now occupy. 

The purpose for which trials ate designed is Improvement In 
the field quality of sporting dogs, and this can be effected only 
by critical comparison of different styles of performance, so that 


the beat can be decided on, made a standard, aud be bred for 
Also to Induce a general system of thorough breaking which will 
call out and develops the Inherent qualities. It Is evident thco, 
that the benefits derived from trials will be proportional to the 
Interest taken In them. If one man’s support is good, that of 
twenty will be better, and of an hundred still better. Nothing 
will so effectually awaken a general interest, as the lostltutlou of 
classes which will call out entries from men who now stand 
aloof, because they do not consider themselves able to cope with 
professionals. By far the larger portion of American sportsnieu 
are men of small means who cannot afford to pay for their dog's 
bresklug, and whatever these get they receive from their masters, 
sod this la more or lees elaborate In accordance with the experi¬ 
ence those masters have had. But few dogs owned by amateurs 
are thoroughly broken, and It may bo said there Is no regular 
system recognized by such handlers, so that when a dog Is sold 
It Is odds against bis new owner knowing bow to work him. 
All this would be remedied In the quickest and moat effectual 
manner If amateurs could be brought together to compare their 
methods, and see where improvement la needed. By the present 
practical exclusion of the great maaa of sportsmen trials are con¬ 
fined to comparatively wealthy men; are limited In the Interest 
they excite, and lu the good they do. If this state of things Is 
not Jeoired, something must be done to bring trials within the 
reach of all, Irrespective of length of purse. 

I cannot see a single valid objection to amateur classes. Such 
objection cannot come from profossionsls, because these 
will not be affected In business or any other respect by the uew 
entries. No barm can be dune and much good may result from 
the change, and If It Is urged that it I 9 evou dlflicult uow to run off 
the different stakes In the time given to a meeting, I reply, with 
additional Interest, more time will be allowed. The more Im¬ 
portant any event la made, the mure patience the public has with 
It. If spectators get tired they can withdraw as they def now, 
but enough will be left to carry out the programme, If that pro¬ 
gramme la made sufllclently attractive. A great many men grow 
tired of trials now because they are regarded as confiued to a 
fortunate class. Strike out this and let it be seen that the meetings 
belong to the people, aud are run In their Interest, and I believe 
there will be no lack of enthusiastic support; so much In fact, 
that In a short time I think the Amateur Stakes would fill with 
more entries than any other. 

Another good which would result from the Innovation I 
advocate, is the elevation In character of trials themselves. In 
order that these may be long-lived, and that their results may be 
deemed correct Indices of the quality of the doge run, it Is abso¬ 
lutely necessary that every suspicion of unfairness be done sway 
with. It Is far more difficult to deceive a multitude than to mis¬ 
lead an Individual, and hence In the multitude Is found the 
greatest security, aud though the pill of defeat will be no less 
bitter for those who have to swallow it, the public will have far 
more faith In the treatment if they know, by the approval of 
many witnesses, It was wisely administered. 

The next question which arises Is, where and by whom shall 
the new departure he made, and I reply by the Eastern Field 
Trials Club, or by local associalloos, and simply because the trials 
of the National Assoclalion, being held in the Booth, the expense 
of the journey would keep away the very meu who should fill the 
new class. Some entries might be made at the National trials, 
but I think not so many as la the East, and the only way to test 
the advantage of the new classification Is to open It under aus¬ 
pices most favorable to Its success. Like Draco, I too, think the 
day is coming when trials must he divided between the different 
sections, and be beld upon the game peculiar to each. There Is 
a commoD ground upon which all can meet, and nowhere Is the 
advantage of.profesalooal breaking more conspicuous than at a 
trial where constant work lo different sections gives one dog an 
overwhelming advantage over another. Trials most be local to 
be productive of the greatest general good, and certainly they 
must be local If they are to win support from men who can¬ 
not afford expensive journeys to attend them. 1 look for the 
day wbeo each sectional trial will show more entries than the 
national trials now do, and I look to the amateurs, who by tlieir 
division, can take part In them, to make the greater portion 
of the entrlea. 

Just one Irrelevant word at closing. I must ask my readers' 
patience, for I wish to thank your correspondent, W. A. Coster, 
foi bis courteous ludoraement of my article on local trials. I 
am honored and pleased by the public notice and private letters 
niy view s have called out, and to one and all such friends, I offer 
due acknowledgment. I recognize the fact that much can be 
said in favor of Mr. Coster’s idea that judges at trials should nut 
be hampered by set rules, but be allowed to form their opinions 
and make their selections of winners upon the basis of what the 
judges deem the best work; but I would still ask Mr. Coster If be 
does not think a scale of points advantageous, as aSordtpg by 
examination of the points of merit and demerit a certain tangible 
standard by which a dog can be shown to the public as possess¬ 
ing or lacking certain qualities. Trial winners are geaerally 
sought as stock dogs, and I think It the score each winner 
makes Is published In the reports of the trials, with the different 
points of merit and demerit as awarded him, breeders will then 
have a better guide than they could have, If the dug Is simply 
placed by the judges without such reason to show for his posi¬ 
tion.

Laveracks anil LIntrellinB. 


WiLHiNOTON, Del. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field: —The article by Breeder, In reply to 
Leatberhead, Is a contribution of unusual value to the Interests 
of the breeding of English setters. 

The pereuiiul differences between the two writers may be 
pardoned. Such antagonisms seem unavoidable where contro¬ 
versy Is Indulged in at all. I cannot resist the conclusion, how¬ 
ever, that In this Instance, as In most others lo life, the old adage 
Is applicable, that “ lu the middle of the way is the safest path.” 
Both are right In some respects, and both, probably, carry their 
peculiar views somewhat to an extreme. 

That there is danger later, If not sooner, from Inbreeding, will 
probably In the end be found out by many to their cost. Such 
a peril may have already overtaken the Laveracks. If Mr. Lav- 
erack’s statement Is received, they have been without any out- 
cross since 1795. That Dash and Moll and all the Laveracks of 
their generation were such large and stalwart dogs as Breeder 
states, Is certainly news to people on this side the water. If the 
smaller size of present specimens of the breed, Is an evidence of 
their growing degeneracy, the aoonor we know It the better. 

I do not understand Breeder, however, to advise discarding the 
Laveracks altogether. His contention rather is that we should 
seek to produce dogs having a smaller proportion of Laverock 
blood than three-fourths, or oven one-half, and hence be 
speaks slightingly of Mr. Llewellln’s entries tor the Field Trial 
Derby, which It I remember rightly, are all tbree-fourtbs Laver 
ack. It may be that Breeder may have the opportunity of know¬ 
ing that these entries are not promising dogs, but it will take 
further evidence than even their failure. If they should fall, to 
weaken the faith of some, if not of most, In the Field Trial or 
Llewellln setter, with three-quarter Laverack blood. Whether 
Breeder does or not, we cannot forget Count WInd'em, Dasb II, 
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D»8h III; nor lose eight of Mr. Oeaee’s Warwick, by Leicester 
oat of Petrel, and who, though not placed at Robin’s Island, 
acquitted himself In a fashion which Juetiaed those familiar with 
his work lu the opinion that he la one of the Incomparable setters 
of the dsy. 

Indeed, we have come to look upon the Laverack, not as a 
great field dog, but still as haring high excellence In the field. 
Countess, Nellie and Daisjiare regarded rather as phenomenal 
accidents. The merit of the sort has been as the basis of a cross 
with other breeds. Breeder, however, asks what sort have they 
ever crossed with to advantage, except witb Duke and Rake and 
their descendants 1 We may ask In return, what sort besides the 
Laveracke have the Duke, Rakes been crossed with to advantage! 

The Rake blood, of doubtful origin though It may have been, 
has ever been remarkable,whether os seen In Rboehewhen crossed 
with either Duka or with the Laveracke, and producing such as 
Rob Boy, and Ruby, the dam of Bergundtbal’s Rake, or whether 
Been In Judy, the dam of Ranger, or In her sister, Venus, the 
dam of Kirby, whose progeny Is found among the best setters In 
America. 

But to this I much prefer the Duke blood, and esteem It beyond 
all value, as shown not only lu Dan and the other Duke—Rbmbes, 
but also in Dash II, Dash IK and the other progeny of Arm¬ 
strong’s Kate, who are without any Infusion of Rake blood. 
Mr. LlewelUn manifested hie usual sound judgment In securing 
these dogs with which to cross with hie Dsn—Laveracke, and has 
been fully justified by the record made by Dashing Bondbu, 
Dashing Beauty and Dashing Monarch; and 1 doubt not others of 
the same breeding will do as well. But Breeder must not dispar¬ 
age Dash II, the three-quarter Laverack, who Is the sire of these 
winners. 

On the other hand I fully agree with him In the deep Impor¬ 
tance of maintaining the out blood with a smaller proportion of 
Laverack blood for the purpose of crossing with. I have hoped 
that such dogs might be found In England In the kennffs of 
noblemen and gentry who have had a care to keep their sorts 
pure, and yet have not hitherto crossed them with the Laveracke 
or Llewelllns. For Instance, some setters have recently been Im¬ 
ported Into Virginia, from the kennels of the Marquis of|Hartlng- 
ton, that may be without Laverack blood. Surely such ought to 
be found In a country of sportsmen, who are addicted to breed¬ 
ing, and equally addicted to exclusiveness In most they under¬ 
take. 

The difficulty In America arises from an almost entire Indlffer- 
un,o to thorough care as to the dogs bred from, until the re¬ 
vival of Interest In the subject since the Importation of Laver- 
acks and Llewelllns. In this region the sort of more reliable 
Uncage than any other, tbcGlldersleeve setter. Is an excellent dog, 
of fine nose and staunch, but Inferior In form, speed and style. 
.\ii one as yet seems to have had the enterprise to try the effect 
of crossing them with Laveracke i r Llewelllns. And I only 
hope Breeder’s suggestion will lead some one to do so. Wo need 
to produce good out blood to cross with; but still I cannot help 
thinking that a seller one-fourth Duke or Dan and three-fourths 
Laverack Is the ’’ultimate dog,” and that do what you can, he 
cm never be surpassed, and seldom equaled. Da agon. 


[The experiment of crossing the Laverack with the Ollder- 
sleeve setter was tried by Mr. Charles 8. Westcott, of Philadel¬ 
phia, In 18T5, by breeding his Nelly, Ihe last bitch of the Gilder- 
sleeve strain, to Pride of the Border, the result of which was two 
puppies, Orphlna, owned by Mr. Charles Lincoln, of Detroit, and 
a lemon roan dog named, if we iiiistske not. Way, and when we 
saw him, owned by Mr. J. H. Douglase,corner Thirty-seventh and 
Ludlow streets, West Philadelphia. Nelly gave premature birth 
to the puppies and died In doing so or Immediately after, and 
Mr. Westcott brought them up on the bottle. What has become 
of Way we do not know; Orphlna we believe Mr. Lincoln still 
owns.—E d.J 


Norfolk Npaniels. 


It Is presumable that such a variety did once exist, but It 
open to great doubt whether a pure specimen can now be pr< 
duced. Where Is It to be found! Mr. Groom, the well-know 
promoter of shows In East Anglia, In order to unkennel the Noi 
folk spaniel—so often spoken of, but so seldom seen-framed 
separate class for them at the Norwich Show In 1874, but It wa 
a lamentable failure, the few exhibits that composed the claa 
being spaniels of a useful working cut mostly, but exhibiting n 
distinct peculiarity, and varying from one another almost a 
much as a Clumber and a Sussex; in fact, they were a lot o 
common-bred spaniels, without sufficient character to cntlth 
them to be designated by any more particular title than “span 
lels.” They were just about the stamp one meets all over Eng 
land at rabbit battues, snd had no more right to be called “Nor 
folk” than “Yorkshire” or "Surrey’’ spaniels. The bitch thal 
won was admittedly a cross between two other breeds of spaulols 
and has not a drop of Norfolk In her veins. 

It has often been asserted by writers and others that, thougl 
scarce and bard to find, the strain exists In the possession of f 
few families, where It bus been carefully preserved, and tha' 
some years ago they were by no means uncommon. They ar< 
described as merry. Indefatigable workers, and mute. 8om( 
twenty-live years ago the strain Is said to have been preserved a' 
Waterperry, In Oxfordshire. These appear to have been darl 
liver and white, longer on the leg than a Sussex or a Clumber 
remwkably good looking, and fine hunters. Neither Browu,Jesse 
nor Hutchinson make the slightest allusion to the breeds, bnl 
Stonehenge does; he says; “The Norfolk spaniel resembles ( 
thick-made English setter In shape and general proportions, bui 
s of smaller size, seldom exceeding eeveoteen Inches or elghtoer 
Inches In height. The color is black-and-white, or Ilver-and 
white, accompanied by ticks of either on the white. This Is a ven 
useful breed, and Is now generally spread throughout England 
wnere, boireTerf It le not kept very pare, being crossed with the 
Clumber and Sussex, and also with the Innumerable other breedi 
which are met with In othercountlea.” All this sounds very muct 
against the Norfolk spaniel’s existence as a separate and dlstlnci 
breed. Idstone devotes a short chapter to the Norfolk, but It li 
anything but clear, and very contradictory. “This Is the thlrf 
detorlpUon of Springer,” he says, “which can claim to be a pur, 
0 r«/animal, and as almosuany liver-colored and uhite iiioderateli 
ic^e ie called by thu natne, more Norfolka are uset 
than other;” the.Rallcs, of course, are ours, being employed U 
mark the utter Inconsistency of the sentence. •’ Most gamekeep 
en who have a spaniel keep a liver and white one, and It goes bv 
n ® Norfolk.”

calls hla spaniel a “Norfolk,” Is there any reason why othei 
people should Ignorantly play at follow my leader! In alluding 
to one that be once possessed, this writer Informs bis readers, 
She was very lightly bred, but she was not purely bred, for she 
had no freckles on her legs or nose;” but surely Idstone could 
uot seriously expect breeders and sportsmen to believe that the 
presence or absence of freckles at once aUmped a dog as pure or 
mpu^pe I If freckles formed part and parcel of the recognized 
sundard, the want of them would stand undoubtedly to the det- 
ntnent of the dog’s value, but nothing more. It might just as 

white blackbirds occa- 
looally exhibited at bird shows are not pure br^. We have 


seen plenty of freckled spaniels of very common breed, but the 
freckle does not render them Into Nqrfolka, all the same. 

To sum up, we must candidly confess we regard the Norfolk 
spaniel as an entire myth, and till convinced of our error, abso¬ 
lutely refuse to believe In, at all events, Its present existence. 

It Is related that one of the Dukes of Norfolk owned a very 
exclusive strain, and It Is not unlikely the offspring of these 
dogs got to be called Norfolk epuulels; but be that as It may 
there Is a very good anecdote recorded-we believe, by Southey 
—of hie Grace and hie spaniels. When at Worksop the duke 
used to feed bis eagles with tUfi pups; and a stranger to his ex¬ 
clusive pride In the race seeing him one dsy employed In thus 
destroying a whole Utter, told his Grace how much he should be 
delighted to possess one of them. The duke’s reply was a char¬ 
acteristic one: “Pray, sir, which of my estates would you like 
to haver’-CsRACTACoa, In Slock-ffa/ier. 


Field Triala In Maryland. 

I believe, my dear Rowe, you have attended every bench show 
that has occurred In this country from the Insngural exhibition at 
Mlneola on Long Island to the present; hence I sm sure no one 
has a higher appreciation than yourself of the great benefit 
accruing to our kennels from bench shows, but happily, you have 
not been blind to the very serious evils which may grow out of 
them, sod you have wisely provided a remedy for these possible 
evils by lending your powerful editorial Influence to the Initiation 
and establishment of field trials, which have since grown Into a 
permanent sporting Institution. 

You may rely on it that the time la close at band when breed- 
ere of fine dogs, passing over the winners on the benches, will 
look exclusively to the champions of the field for their stock, 
when kennel owners, like turfmen, will require the promises of 
the most Immaculate pedigrees to be redeemed by performances 
In the field; hence field trials will become more snd more fre¬ 
quent until the states without their annual trials wlU be as ex¬ 
ceptional as those without a trotting or a race track. 

But to come to particulars, when I took up my pen I was think¬ 
ing of our Easteru field trials, their growing popularity, the In¬ 
creasing number of dogs entered, and the evident want of room 
on Robin's Island for their accommodation, and I was wondering 
why the sportsmen of my native state, Maryland, with ten times 
the facilities offered by New York and Its surroundings, have not 
establlebcd a field trial club. 

For reasems too obvious to need mention, an Island Is greatly 
to be preferred to the mainland for field trials. Now, there are 
half a dozen or more Islands In the Chesapeake Bay of easy aceess 
to most of our Eastern cities, whloh possess greater advantages both 
as regards client and climate, than Robin’s Island. Among 
these I will mention Poplar Island, about twenty miles from 
Baltimore. I have not visited It since 1 was a boy, alas 1 many, 
many years ago. I am not sure, but my Impression Is, that It 
conUlns somewhere about nine hundred acres of open level land 
without a square rod of Impracticable ground upon It It be¬ 
longed to the Carrolls of Carrollton, and I presume It does still, 
as I have not heard of lU sale. I fancy a long lease of Poplar 
Island might be secured on very easy terms, snd then at a very 
moderate outlay for keeper, kennels and game —both native and 
foreign; It might be made the very best field for field trials on 
this continent, and what with the fishing and agricultural privi¬ 
leges, become under a wise administration, a self-supporting 
Institution. 1 e 6 

I doubt whether there he any suitable accommodations on the 
property for a club, hut why would not canvas do as well, In 
fact better than permanent buildings, for camp life lu November 
lu that climate Is very enjoyable; should, however, the rheumatic 
old sports like myself, or the tender young carpet knights In¬ 
terested In the trials object to camping out, there would be noth¬ 
ing to prevent their lodging In Baltimore and moving back and 
forth to the Island on a tug, hired for the purpose. Indeed, I 
can readily conceive that if a club would get these trials once 
started they would become too popular, and the visitors too 
numerous, for comfort. 

It Is possible I may be mistaken In my estimate of the extent 
of the Island, or It might not be possible to secure a lease of It, 
but there are several others In the bay, which, though not so con¬ 
venient to Baltimore, might probably be secured. 

Should the Baltimore men not feel strong enough to establish 
a trial club, they might get reinforcements from Pbllsdelphls, 
Norfolk, Richmond and Washington, to all of which cities the 
Island is accessible by water. 

In looking through the columns of your journal, I find It has 
grown from a local to a national paper; It contains communica¬ 
tions from all of our states, from our remotest territories, from 
Canada and Europe, covering so vast a field that you are fairly 
entitled to a national title. F, Q. Skinnbb.

New Dog Law in ludiaua. 


An act to protect sheep-husbandry, and to regulate the dogs of 
the State of Indiana, and repeal all acts In conflict therewith, and 
declaring an emergency. 

Section 1. Be It enacted by the general assembly cf the State 
of Indiana, that any person who shall own or harbor an animat 
of the dog kind, shall, on or before the first day of April, 1881, 
and each year thereafter ou or before the first day of April, 
report the number of dogs owned or harbored by such person, 
which exceed the age of six months, to the township trustee of 
their respective townships, who shall register and number the 
same to the proper owner, with a brief description of each dog by 
eex, color aud breed, and also furnish the owner with a metallic 
tag, with number and year to correspond with the reglster,wblcb 
said owner shall attach to the neck by a collar, for which the 
owner shall pay the sum of one^dollar for a male, and the sum of 
two dollars for a female dog. owned, kept or harbored by him or 
them, and for each dog more than one the sum of two dollars 
each, which shall be known as a dog fund. 

Bee. 2. It shall be deemed unlawful for any dog to run st 
large without a collar and tag aa provided In this act, and It shall 
be deemed lawful for any person to kill the eame. Provided also, 
that no tag shall be used or worn by any dog other than the Iden¬ 
tical ones Issued by the trustee, and any attempt to evade this 
provision shall be held to bo a misdemeanor, and punishable by a 
fine of not more than twenty-five dollars. Provided also, that In 
ease of the loee of any tag, the trustee ehall Issue a duplicate 
thereof for the sum of 4eD cents upon application therefor, and 
satisfactory proof furnished that said tag has been loet. 

Sec. 8. The Constables of the several townships and towns 
of the several counties of the State of Indiana shall proceed to 
kill all dogs on snd after the first day of April, 1881, which shall 
be found at any time thereafter without collar and tag as herein 
provided, and the Trustee, on Information given by any citizen 
of any dog not so registered and tagged, shall Issue a written no¬ 
tice to any coustable In bis township to kill said dog, and It shall 
be unlawful for the'Trustee to divulge or make known the name 
of any oIMzec giving such Information, and be shall be liable to 
a fine for each such offence, lu any sum not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars. 

Sec. 4 . Any cooftahle, who shall fall to use diligence to 


kill any dog after such notice, shall be fined In any sum not ex¬ 
ceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence; such constable shall 
be paid fifty cents each for all dogs killed under this act, to be 
paid out of the dog fund. 

I Sec. 5. All money derived from the registration of dogs, 
and fines under this act shall constitute a fund, kuuwn as the 
dog fund, for the payment of damages estimated [sustained] by 
the owners of the sheep ruined or killed by such dogs within 
such township, and each township trustee is directed and re¬ 
quired to collect the fines annually from the several justices of 
the peace of hie township, and to hold the same for such pur¬ 
poses, except so much as may bo necessary to carry out the pro¬ 
visions of this act, as follows; Twenty-five cents to the trustee 
for each registry, fifty cents to the constable for each dog killed. 
Provided that the owner of sheep killed or maimed by dogs shall 
report such loss to the trustee within ten days from the lime 
thereof. The trustee shall register such losses in the order that 
they are reported, which order shall be observed in Ibe payment 
of losses when adjusted. Provided, that no person shall receive 
pay for sheep killed or maimed by a dog owned or harbored by 
himself. 

See. 7. All laws or parts of laws In conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. Whereas an emergency exists, this set shall be In 
force from and after its passage. 


Captain Roehra and the Penusjrlvaiila Field Trials.

Editor Chicago Field:—I notice in the Cuicaoo Field of 
April 9 an editorial in regard to Captain Roebm’s vindication, 
etc. 1 must protest against this in the light of evidence I have 
received. 

A short time ago a resolution was passed at a meeting of the 
Pennsylvania State Field Trials Association,requiring the secretary 
to write and ascertain the facts regarding the ’’ Captain Roehm 
vindication." 

We thought it BO extraordinary, Inasmuch as wo all saw the 
man shooting over the grounds the morning we went out, you 
also being an eye-witness, -Mr. Editor. In compliance with my 
Instructions I wrote to Mr. Dlffenderffer and received the follow¬ 
ing Information, which I extract from his letter; 

“ The facts are these; there was a meeting of our association 
last December, at which I was unable to be present on account 
of business requiring my attention. Spurrier and other members 
knew I could not attend. Only six members of the association 
were present. The Roehm business was called up, and without a 
coromltU-c being appointed to Investigate the matter or allow 
any one to present the evidence against him, these six members 
passed the resolution aeviuittlng Roehm of all the chargee made 
against him by Spurrier aud myself, which I believe true to-day. 
My voice and vote would never be cast In his favor, believing as 
I do that ho was guilty of falling to protect our grounds. They 
acquitted him on affidavits of neighbors, whom they did not know, 
that Roehm allowed no one to shoot over the grounds; he might 
hsve come to Lancaster and got 30,000 affidavits of the same kind. 
They ignored the fact that every one who went with us to Quarry- 
vllle saw the man shooting on the ground, with dead birds In his 
pocket, shot within bearing of bis hotel. I know of three parties 
whom be Invited to shoot ou the grounds prior to the trials, and 
they are willing to testify to the fact. All our dealers bought 
game shot at Quarryvllle ever}* day of the open season until the 
trials were held. 

“ 1 believe Roehm guilty, and feel that the six members who 
voted for his aequlltal did me great iujustleein passing the same, 
and in not allowing me to present my case against him.’' 

Now this was a yindlcatiou with a vengeance, 1 should say. 
Vindicated without trial or investigation, by six mcmliciB In an 
association of thirty-four members. 1. R. Stavtoh. 

[The man who was stopped from shooting soon after the trials 
commenced was not, as Mr. Stsyton will remember, Captain 
Roehm, but another man, whom we then and afterward uuder- 
stood to be a friend of Captain Roehra’s, and shooting by his In¬ 
vitation, a statement which Captain Roehm denied In bis letter 
to us. This denial, accompanied by affidavits from different per¬ 
sons subatantlalliig Captain Roehm’s statemeuls, and, although 
last, not least, the resolution of exoneration passed by the Lan¬ 
caster Couuty (lame Protective A.-^sooiallon, left us nothing else 
to do but to make the statement we did, feeling assured that 
Captain Itoehm was innocent, snd being so, fully entitled to it. 
.Mr. Stayton’s letter, however, puts the matter lu an entirely 
different light. The Lancaster County Game Protective Associa¬ 
tion, according to Mr. Diffenderffer’s statement, ie guilty of hav¬ 
ing whitewashed Captain Roehm, which is to be severely repre¬ 
hended.—Eo ] ®

Editor Chicago Field: —In the article upon cocker spaniels, 
by Mr. Burr Hollis, In the Chicago Field of March 20, that por¬ 
tion which relates to the Hornellsvlllc cocker is Incorrect. Any 
bad blood (by which we mean whnt Mr. Hollis calls a sprinkling 
of water spaniel and large size) which may have been introduced 
here, was brought by Mr. Hollis himself. No pups here ever 
showed any sign of top knot save those thal have Topsy’s blood, 
and none ever weighed over twenty-flve pounds at maturity 
until Mr. Hollis got great Wlldalr, great lu size we must admit. 
Forty pounds of cocker! And sold at a great price, just one 
dollar per pound! We can tell you where you can see one of 
his get In Chicago, out of a twenty-five pound bitch, that weighs 
slxty-two pounds. Wlldalr never served but two bitches from 
out of town, McDdugall’s Cora and Powers’.Mlgnon. Although 
the latter was fair, Cora was better every way in size, color and 
general appearance. 

Does it not appear strange that Mr. Hollis never knew any¬ 
thing shout water spaniel sprinkling before! He has sold no 
other stock but this, until lately, In seven years. We have writ¬ 
ten to several parties, and all unite In saving that Mr. Hollis did 
not mention It. In answer to a letter on this subject Mr. .McKoon 
says “No, Hollis never said water spaniel to me. Fellows’ Fan¬ 
nie does not corroborate bis statement. He has hung himself 
with the rope be swung for others." 

When wc Aral commenced to breed cockers here, about eight 
years ago, we did not care so much for pedigree as for field qual¬ 
ities, and we got what we bred for, surely. The club is willing 
to back Penwell’s Joe and Fellows* Fannie against any two cock¬ 
ers in the county for fun, or buttons, or cash, on woodcocks or 
grouse, for one day, week or month. 

Mr. Hollis did not know anything about the pedigree of Treat’s 
Jack (not Dash). His sire was Winn's Jack, snd Faunlu was 
bred to her own grandslre, and produced Sailor Boy, first at 
Rochester (that the lamented Wm. M. Tllestoii said was the best 
cocker he ever saw). Curlew, Buttercup, Brownie, etc. We wrote 
to Dr. P. C. Flood, of Elmirs, N. Y., who bred Winn’s Jack, and 
he Informs us be got bis sire of Dr. Loomis, now of New York, 
who brought him from Canada, and the sire of Dr. Loomla’ dog 
was imported from one of the best strslos in England. Dra. Flood 
and Loomis are both good judges, and would surel)’ know if there 
was any water spaniel cross lu their slock. 
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Mr. Hollis says that Doctor, formerly Whitman's, was black 
and tan, and Imported ir* uUro. Doctor was black and white, and 
there Is proof that he was Imported, l« or ou( of uUro. 

If the “ Old and New World” are so well acquainted with 
Belle, they should also know that she Is blind and toothless; In 
fact, she was blind when shown at 8t Louis, but the Judges were 
short-sighted also, and did not notice It. Mr. Waddell la very 
tender hearted and did not want to see her die, so he gave her to 
Mr. Hollis. 

Black and tan cockers are fair to middling, but Youatt, good 
authority, says the tan shows terrier, which will explain to W. 
D. T. why black and tan cockers are such terrors for rats.

Stonehenge, the greatest living judge of the breed, selected 
Brush to Illustrate bis article In the Dogs of Great Britain upon 
cocker spaniels. In which he says Brush Is “the very best speci¬ 
men" he ever saw.

Additional Prizes at Field Trials. 

Dowling, Mica. 
Editor Chicago Fibld:— I notice that the Eastern Field 
Trials Club have offered a medal to the handler who shall acquit 
himself In the most gentlemanly and sportsman-like manner 
while running hla dogs at the coming txiale. 1 think such action 
a step In the right direction. They do not say whether It Is to 
be confined to amateur or professional handlers, and I suppose It 
win be open to competition without regard to such distinctions, 
which is as it should be. 

1 would like to see the National American Kennel Club offer 
the same kind of a prize, and throw In, as well, for the same 
class, two or three or more, V. H. C’s. In fact, It seems to me the 
proper thing to do, under the circumstances, would be to offer a 
badge of merit, to be won and worn by every handler who shall 
acquit himself In a gentlemanly and sportsman-llke manner while 
running his dogs. The judges at the trials are the proper per¬ 
sons to decide whether or not a handler would be entitled to this 
reward. The handlers have no say in their selection, and It 
could not be said that they were selected for the purpose of re¬ 
warding one or punishing another. They have, or should have, 
their eyes constantly upon the handler, could closely scrutinize 
bis every action, and by this means we could most certainly find 
out who the tricksters are. 

If the National American Kennel Club will not do this, I 
should like to see the owners of dogs and the handlers, contrib¬ 
ute a purse to constitute a prize fund for this purpose, the 
awards to be made by the judges at the field trial. The experi¬ 
ment need not be costly, as It would not be a question of dollars 
and cents to Ibe winner, but a matter of honor. A simple badge, 
therefore, would have as much value to the winner as anything 
of greater cost. I will contribute ten dollars toward this object, 
and hope others will do the same. 

Let us also make some kind of a prize for the “ Kickers;” the 
men who always have the best dog, but never enter him; the men 
who never attend field trials, and apparently, do not have a very 
high opinion of those who do, but sUy at home themselves, and 
find fault with everything that was done, and then charge the 
judges with either ignorance or prejudice, sometimes both, and 
the handlers with being ungentlemanly, unsporteman-llke, and 
tricksters in their conduct. There are a few such, some of whom 
wear gorgeous apparel and fine raiment, and by virtue of the 
company in which they are found, pass current as gentlemen. 
Let all of this class receive the bsdge of demerit to which tbelr 
conduct entitles them, that they may be known and avoided, or 
barred at future trials. 

Place me on record, Mr. Editor, as being io favor of putting 
the handlers at all trials upon their good behavior, and also as 
being desirous of extending the same courtesy to the “ Kickers.”

A NOVEL WAY TO SHOOT HAWKS. 

The following extract from a letter from .Mr. John E. I. Grain¬ 
ger, of New York, suggests a novel as well as successful method 
of shooting hawks; besides which, as Mr. Grainger remarks. It 
affords excellent practice: 

“ We have had a novel sort of amusement in the way of shoot¬ 
ing here lately, which I would recommend lo all tho^ who are i 
iiestcred with hawks, crows, etc. My friend Mr. Godeffroy has a , 
large owl which he imported from Germany, and our mndM , 
iiun’iiwli Is this: We take the owl and chain him to an upright 
post wlih a cross bar and make a blind abou* thirty yards away, 
and sit patiently waiting results. After a little in the dim dis- I 
taiicc a smallspcck appears In the sky, which on close examination , 
proves to be a hawk. The moment his eye catches sight of the ^ 
owl, and this Is not very long, he makes a grand swing, and after 
hovering for a few minutes, gives a scream as a challenge, and 
dives like the wind at the owl; this Is the time to shoot, and It i 
takes a good shot to kill. The sport Is very exciting; you see , 
the bird so far away, hear^the scream of challenge, and see the , 
magnllicent swoop the hawk makes; and to kill this quail eater ^ 
Is a savage satisfaction. , v 

“You feel not only the satisfsctlon of making a good shot,as It : 
Is not easy work to shoot from a blind made of pine boughs, at a 
bird that is traveling with lightning rapidity, but yon have the 
gratilieation of having saved the game for the coming shooting 
sca-on, and by so doing Increased tbc pro8pe( ts of sport. 

“I understand that Bell-the taxidermist says that a stuffed owl 
is just as good as a live one, but this we have not tried, so far. 

In the West where hawks are such a pest, and where there is so 
much level country, 1 should think any oue trying the owl plan 
for shooting hawks, could have grand sport. Perhaps If you 
ineutlnn It, some one will give It a trial. It has certainly been a 
great success here, and It Is wonderful where so many hawks 
come from. The system originated In Germany, where It Is reg¬ 
ularly pruetliTd." _

TBE BLAUOBTSR OF TBK INNOCENTS IN 188U 


A geDtlemau connected with the J. L. <& S. R R., with every 
fscllliy of knowing whereof he speakg, furnlehee me the follow- 
lug by requeet, under date of February 10, 1881: 

After careful Investigation, I And there were 9,000 deer aad- 
tllea shipped over the Mackinaw Division durlog the open Beaaoo 
of last Fall. More than half of this amount was shipped out of 
the state to other markets. In addition to this number I saw 
lour bales of hides, a great share of them In the red coat, that 
bad been killed on the Au Sable river, out of season, by shining, 
and done by persons hunting for the hides, they throwing away 
the forequarters, saving only the saddles by jerking. These 
bales contained about 400 skins. The does that were killed at 
that season of the year, left fawns to die of starvation. It has 
got to be a common thing to have venison upon the hotel tables 
at Grayling and Forest, during the Summer months, furnished 
by persons who do nothing el-e except hunt and ftsh. at all times 
of the year, whenever they can And sale for their venison and 
graylings. A party told me that he had killed four deer one 
night by ‘shining’ on the Manistee river." 

This gentleman's estimate of 9,000 deer shipped on the J. L. 
A S. R. R during the Fall of 1880, allows an average of 125 
(loundt per deer, and Is baaed upon the following statements of 
venison shipments from Afteen stations north of Bay City, and 
which being copied from the railroad company’s books,are correct 
beyond the possibility of question:

Average 118 pounds to a deer Instead of 125 pounds, which Is 
not too small, considering that a largo proportion were fawns 
and saddles, gives us In round numbers 10,000 deer shipped 
from the Afteen stations named alone, with ten statlous on this 
road north of Buy City, yol to bear from. 


• BASIS OF ESTIMATES. 

As to the shipments* on the K. A P. M. and the G. R. A 1. 
rsllroada, It Is perfectly safe to place ihe number at 5,000 from 
the former and 6,000 from the latter, though It may exceed these 
Agures. In reference to lumber camps and the shore, Mr. 8. A. 
Van Oeuaen, proprietor of the Fraser House, Bay City, writes 
me February 10, 1881: “As to the shore, Thomas Gramm, of 
Oscoda, told me to-day be consumed 125 deer at his lumber camp 
Ihia Winter, and that there was not less than 1,000 shipped from 
Oscoda by steamer.’’ 

There are In Northern Michigan at least 1,000 lumber campe. 
Taking only 300 of these and averaging forty deer killed to sup¬ 
ply each camp, gives 12,000 killed for this purpose alone. In the 
Lower Peninsula. If 1,000 were shipped from Oscoda alone, 
4,000 Is certainly a moderate estimate for the entire east shore. 
According to the Au Bable and Oscoda Ncisj, before quoted, 
there were killed In that section for "home consumption,’’ 4.000 
deer, and 8,000 shipped by rail and steamer la considered a fair 
estimate for the west shore. 

To closely estimate the number of deer killed for the hides. 
In the red coat, la a more difficult matter, but knowing person¬ 
ally, of 2,600 deer so killed, and In view of the secrecy with 
which this kind of slaughter la conducted, I consider 10,000 a 
reasonable calculation for the number so killed. The number 
for home coneumptlon In the Lower Peninsula, is placed at 
5,000, and by this term I Include all deer killed by settlera for 
food purposes, which yon will remember occure every day In the 
year, also the large number taken on the trains by resident hunt¬ 
ing parties aa extra baggage, but of which no record le had, in 
most cases the game being returned free. 

The Upper Peninsula U allowed 18,000 as Its quota, which In¬ 
cludes all deer killed for any purpose, for the hides, home con¬ 
sumption, lumber camps, and abipmenta by rail and steamer. 

You will pleaae observe that no calcnlstion has been made 
for the large number of suckling fawns which have of necessity 
starved to death during the Spring and Summer montha, when 
deprived of their mother’s milk by the bullet of the Insatiate 
hide banter;’’or of the number destroyed by wolves In the 
Upper Peninsula; or for the ten unreported stations on the J. 
L. A 8. R. R. 

A single fur buyer of East Saginaw Informs me that he has 
bought the past Fall and Winter, over 4,500 deer eklne. This 
Urge number, bought by only one of several hundred fur buyere 
In Michigan, will serve to conArm the Agures herein given.

ilUappearlng race, the Lower Peninsula 
of Michigan, when It has once permitted this noble animal to be 
exterminated between Lakes Michigan and Huron, has forever 
lost a great source of wealth and valuable food supply, which If 
now wisely preserved, will last for geoerations. 

The Immense Increase from 81,000 deer destroyed in 1878 to 

70,000 In 1880, Is duo In part to the cold weather n hleh came 
early and continued steadily throughout the Fall, which permu¬ 
te safe shipment, but principally to the prohibitory export laws 
of surrounding states, which are driving Into Michigan all the 
professional market hunters In the country. Can a legislature 
which Is cognizant of these facts, delay longer that self pro¬ 
tection which Is the Arst law of nature, as It Is of states and of 
nations! 

TBE nSMEDT. 

Of the 70,000 deer killed In Michigan In 1880, about 50,000 
were shipped from the state or destroyed for the bides. The 
remedy is plain. Declare the killing of game for other purposes 
than consumption as food within this state Illegal, as recom¬ 
mended by our committee on laws for the '• protection of game 
animals of fur and feather and Ineectlvorons birds." Then all 
game shipped from the state will be prima facie killed In viola¬ 
tion of the law. This will save 30,000 to 32,000 deer yearly. 
Then declare It a crime to kill deer In the red or spotted coat, or 
have in possession such red or spotted coat bides, and the killing 
for hides will almost wholly cease, and Illegal killing for lumber 
camps win be greatly restricted, saving 15,000 to 20,000 more 
deer yearly, and reducing the annual holocaust from 70,000 to 
15,000 or 18,000. 

Then totally prohibit the killing of deer while In the water, and 
this win save say 1,000 more, as It will. In a measure, restrict the 
practice of “ shining.’’ As the Michigan Sportsmen’s Associa¬ 
tion have unanimously recommended the loul prohibition of klll- 
tng In water, and the same Is likely to become a law, this fact 
must effectually silence those who oppose dogs because they drive 
the deer to water. With these amendments made, there will be 
game enough In this state for the uses of all lu citizens for all 
time to come¬ 
ts IT UNCONSTITUTIONAl.) 

In the opinion of some It has been held that a prohibitory ex¬ 
port law was^uncoustlLutlooal—that It contravened the constltu- 
_ tion of the United States and of Michigan, and abrogated the 
rights of Individuals In the disposal of their property, aud If car¬ 
ried to the Supreme Court, would not be sustained. Granting 
for the sake of argument that this may be true, such laws are 
now In effective operation Instates around us, and are succes ful 
In accompllshlne the end desired, to our lose and Injury. To 
Illustrate: Not a pound of Wisconsin venison or other garu'’ can 
be shipped from that state, but whole car loads of .Mlclilgaii 
venison, stolen from our Upper Peninsula forests, arc being dally 
transported through that stale to the Chicago markets. We arc 
supplying whole Western sUtes with game of every kind, but not 
a pound do they permit to be shipped to us In return. 

The pot hunting tramps who follow market bunting as a husl- 
nesB will hardly lest the constitutionality of a state law. 

The prohibitory export bill recommended by tlie Michigan 
SporUmen’s Association, goes farther back than the disposition 
of game lawfully possessed, and deAnes the purpose for which 
game may be killed, and has been pronounced sound and Irre- 
fragible by several of the ablest judges and attorneys In the state. 

UPHELD BY 8UPRBMB COURT DBCIBIOX. 

The most Important game law decision ever rendered In Amer¬ 
ica Is to be found in the Cbicaoo Field of February 19, 1881 , 
in the appealed case of Maguer vs. The People and the decision 
of the llllnola Supreme Court, which Is given In full by that 
journal, eubsUntlally sustains the prohibitory export bill recom¬ 
mended by this Association. 

This was an agreed test case, and the best legal talent In Cl lcairo 
was employed on both sides, Messrs. Palmer and Durkee, and Slate’s 
Attorney L. L. Mills for the prosecution, and Emery A. Slorrs 
for the defense, and to make It as thorough as possible, the cause 
was aubmitted upon an agreed statement of facts. 

The argument upon the part of the state was briefed to evi¬ 
dence, among others the following propositions, for which we are 
Indebted to the Chicaoo Field, viz.; 

First. The game of all kinds Is the property of the slate, and 
the state has full power to protect Its property by statute, even 
to the affecting of commercial relations between the various 
BUtes, aod that such law will not be unconstitutional, unless 
the opposition between It and the constitution be clear and 
plain. 

Second. Showing that the highest courts In the sUtes of New 
York and Misaourl have decided a similar law to be coiislltu- 
tlonal. 

Third. That the power of Congress, under the constllulion. 
to regulate commerce among the several statea, is not exclusive. 

Fourth. That Congress, having for over a century, failed to 
pass a game law, It may reasonably be loferred that a “ national 
rule’’ le not required, and In auch a case the state may act. 

Fifth. That the atates having always protecUd Ash and game, 
the acquiescence of the Federal government admits their riebta so 
to do. ^ 

Sixth. That the statee can better control this question than 
Congress. 

Seventh. That Congress has no power over the subject. 

Eighth. That this law can bo upheld under the police power 
of the state. 

Ninth. The comity of statee requires each to aselat the other 
In preserving Its game. 

'Tenth. That game and Ash are of great Importance to the 
country. 

• The opinion of the court, delivered by Justice ScbolAeld, is an 
exhaustive one, and replete with valuable argument and refer¬ 
ence, and decides every point raised by the foregoing Issues of 
fact In the affirmative, and la of great value to this association, 
and to our leglslalnre at this time. 

WHAT BECOMES OF THE GAME. 


If It were possible It would be most desirable that a law 
should be passed prohibiting the eiporlatiou of American game 
to Europe. I recollect well, when living abroad, seeing great 
j numbera of American quails and prairie chickens for sale In Lon- 
, don and Paris, months after the expiration of the legal time for 
those birds In this country, proving that they had been constantly 
shipped during the time when It was unlawful to sell them here. 
Is there no way for the law to reach the shippers In our Eastern 
portal 

Michigan venlaou and eioall game ia now ehippeil to England 
in immeoae quantUiea, and so Ihc work of pillage and devaatatlon 
goes on. 

WHO SLAUOHTEaEI* TUB 70»000 DEEU. 

In reference to the number of deer killed by bunting parties 
with dogSt allowance must he made for the number of men Id 
the party, and the time spent. For example, If a party of 
eighteen men lake eighteen deer during a ten days’ hunt, it Is 
but one deer per roau for the ten days* work. Our enemies care¬ 
fully conceal the large else of our parties, and the twelve to 
twenty days usually spent in the woodland hold up to view only 
the aggregate number of deer taken. 

At the highest estimate there are not more than seventy resi¬ 
dent hunting parties in this state who hunt with dogs for pleas¬ 
ure. Averaging twelve deer to each party of twelve men, upon 
each trip of two weeks, and two such hunts a year, gives 1,680 
deer out of the 70,000, which were killed by the taxpaying citi¬ 
zens of this state during 1880. A few Instances can doubtless 
be cited where bunting parties took deer considerably in excess 
of twelve, while on the other hand very many cases can be pro¬ 
duced, where the number fell far short of that dgure, but among 
those best Informed, twelve deer on a two weeks’ bunt Is consid¬ 
ered a large average. The writer knows of but one party (of 
three men) of resident hunters for market, who hunt with dogs, 
but there may be others. These parties are always small In num¬ 
bers. OrantlDg that there may be ten 5uch parties In the state, 
and that each takes Oily deer yearly, we have 500 deer as the 
aggregate of carcasses killed for market with dogs. Then we 
will concede that there may be thirty lion-resldent parlies who 
come to Michigan and bunt with dogs for pleasure, and take tht lr 
venison home. Allowing them the same ratio of success as the 
resident parties, viz.: two hunts a year of two weeks each, and 
twelve deer for each l.unt, gives 720 deer killed with the aid of 

dogs and shipped out of the state to be consumed In the families 
of our friends from other states, and which will be prevented by 
the prohibitory export bill, making an aggregate of 3,900. Add¬ 
ing another 100 for the sake of even nuipbers, aud 1,000 more to 
that from a desire to treat this riuestlun with indisputable fair¬ 
ness, and what is the resullf 4,000 deer killed for all purposes 
with the aid of dogs, in Michigun during 1880, and 60,000 killed 
by slill-huuters durlitg the same year. 

Commeut Is uuDecessary. 

Can any sane person now ask that killing .leer be wtn.lly re- 
Btrlcled to stlll-bunters, by passinfr a law prohIbltlri< the lax-pay¬ 
ing citizens of this state the j.leasure of hunting with dogs! 

In conclusion : This article greatly cxcccils its originally In¬ 
tended length; hut so vast is the subject, and so marvelously did 
It unfold ai.d expaud under the searching light of Investigation, 
that It was well nigh Impossible to treat it fully In all Its phases 
at less length. The pieparation of the paiicr was aetuated by the 
Arm belief--. 

1. That the great value of game to any state as a food supply 
was but little comprehended. 

2. That the Importance of wisely protecting aud preserylog this 
game was appreciated still less. 

.3. That the public generally had no conception of the rapidity 
with which our superb game was being swept from the face of the 
earth, or of Llielnliumau methods employed, and 

4. l hat a great mls,ippreheDBlon possessed the public mln.l uie 
oil the subject of hunting deer with doge, and which only facts 
as they exist could correct. 

That it may iu a measure meet the purpose of its preparation, 
is the earnest desire of Its author, H. B. Ronet. 


ADDENDA. 

Scarcely a dsy passes but brings to light new facts concerning 
the Aciidlsh slaughter and Ihe wanton waste of deer In Upper 
Michigan the present Winter, and the following later Items are ' 
considered worthy of addition. In denouncing oue method of 
slaughter of deer that Is common In both Michigan and Wlrcon- 
Bln the present Winter, by the lowest grade of animals In human 
form, the Chicago Field says; “They are cruelly slaughtering 
deer, weak aud poor In Aesh from the terrible privations they have 
endured from a Winter unprecedentedly rigorous. The method 
of capture Is to drive the deer Into the deep snowbanks, and to 
club them to death.

“ A slip cut lately from one of our dally journale has attracted 
my attention, and I bring It to yoor notice In order to show In 
what manner American game Is being swept out of existence. 
When a single St. Louis Arm ships to London sixteen hnndred 
dozens of quails, seventeen hundred dozens of prairie chickens, 
and seven hundred dozens of wild turkeys, all of which were 
probably trapped and sent In single shipment, as I gather from 
the wording of the article. It le not dlfflcnlt to prophesy that un¬ 
less this baslness la stopped we shall soon see the last of qnall 
prairie chicken, or wild turkey within the llmite of the United 
SUtes.

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Shooting in Uiti Virginia. 

AunEueT C. 11, Va. 

Euitok CniCAOO Kieu) I have Just rtnlahed reading the last 
Issue of your paper, and thought I would while away some of the 
lonesome hours this morning, by giving you an acconnt of shunt 
In old Virginia, Uken by a friend and myself just at the close of 
the late war, when we had no game laws, and game was pleiitl- | 
ful. I do not hope to charm your readers, as Plover and others 
have done, but will write what actually occurred. 

I met the friend referred to a few days ago, (he having since 
our adventures removed to a distant part of the state) and wo 
were talking of this ever to be remembered hunt, and as my 
memory was refreshed by said conversation, I concluded to write 
this. Well, to my story. . 

One bright frosty morning, about the Ist of October, our cir¬ 
cuit court having just adjourned, Jimmie D., who was then the 
deputy clerk of the court, suggested that wo take a little recre¬ 
ation In the shape of a hunt. My duties as attorney having been 
vary arduous (over the left), I readily agreed to his suggestion, 
and could almost feel the revivifying effect upon my overtaxed 
(I) brain In anticipation, so, getting our dogs and guns, we were 
soon a&eld, and our two dogs, as full of the fun as ourselves, 
were making the welkin ring with ibolr frantic barks. 

Jimmie had a native setter, named Wade, perfectly black, and 
as good as they ever get to be. Jly dog was a native also, a 
bitch puppy, liver and white, named Juno, just oue year old, and 
this was the flrst time she had ever bad the chance to “scent the 
tainted breese,” or hear the report of a gun—hence you can Im¬ 
agine how anxiously I looked forward to her flrst sight of game. 
The first field we reached was a wheat stubble on my father’s farm. 
The dogs ranged In beautiful style, and we had not proceeded 
far, when my heart was elated and my eyes gladdened by the 
sight of Juno on a beautiful stand, backed by Wade. We 
hastened up, and, at the word, she flushed a splendid covey of 
birds just grown. Two fell to our guns, muzzle-loaders, and my 
spirits rose several degrees higher to see the beautiful manner In 
which my puppy retrieved them. We got six more out of this 
covey. 

We continued on till evening, finding from three to five coveys 
in each field, and our dogs behaving heauttfully. Nearly half the 
birds were too small to shoot, hence we only bagged sixty-five. 
About four o’clock In the evening we concluded to turn aud start 
for home, the sun being then about two hours high. In retracing 
our route, the path led by the edge of a swampy piece of grouud, 
coDtalnlng about fifty acres, and now comes the, to me, most In¬ 
teresting part of the day’s bunt. 

As we walked along the path, I flushed a woodcock, an unusual 
thing In this county, and thinking there were perhaps others 
near, I proposed to Jimmie to try and get them up. As we were 
shod with high top boots, he readily agreed, and Into the mud 
and bulrushes we plunged, when to our astonishment, bird 
after bird got up before us, and by sundown we had bagged 
twenty-one. Only one old fellow got away, and I am sure he 
carried several shot In hts bide. This, with two single birds 
bagged at one shot by Jimmie, completed our bag. 

Since then, although I have hunted every season, I have never 
seen more than two woodcocks together, and those at rare Inter¬ 
vals. How they came to be there that evening has always been 
a mystery to me. I hunted the swamp several times afterward, 
but never saw another. It has since been dttcbeJl and la now 
fine ground for partridge (quail) shooting. My puppy Juno sus¬ 
tained the reputation she gained that day ever after, and made 
one of the finest doge I ever banted over. She was a beautiful 
retriever, and I must not close this communication without giv¬ 
ing two of her many exploits. 

1, once when riding out, found a fresh killed squirrel In the 
road, and told her to take It up and carry It home; this she did 
a distance of five miles, putting It down twice to drink out of 
branches we crossed. On another occasion I was bunting, and 
she pointed, and I flushed a single bird and killed it. She ran 
and picked It up and started back' to me, when suddenly she 
wheeled and came to a beautiful point on the rest of the covey. 
As they rose I killed another, and she retrieved this one also, not 
having put the first bird down. 

I have since this time raised some fine dogs out of her and by 
■Wade, not bench show winners, but good rough and tumble fel¬ 
lows that could take the wind out of the sails of most of the Lav- 
eracks and Llewelllns of the present day. In the way of bottom 
and finding birds. I don’t mean to run down the blue bloods. 
I own some of them now myself, my native stock having de¬ 
parted, but they were full; as good. But those days have pasaed, 
and I would think myself lucky to find ten coveys now, where I 
found thirty on that day. The severe Winter has not hurt our 
birds; I heard them whistling yesterdsy. Lex.

Eoitob Chicaoo Field: —The time was, and not so very 
long Bgo, when the veriest tyro In a day’s shooting hereabouts 
could bring to bag game enough to make him wish before be got 
home that the weight of It were lighter. As a general thing the 
smaller varieties of our game birds were left to roam at their own 
sweet wills, the main issue being ducks and ebickens, of which 
there were “ Blathers.’’ Woodcocks and snipes came and went, 
and few were the wiser. Indeed, I recollect once asking a lad 
who lived on the bottoms, whether he had seen any woodcocks 
around, and his reply was: “ You better believe I have; the 

woods are full of ’em, sod they're hammering away all day long 
out on the trees back of our bouse.’’ 

Spring and Fall duck shooting could always be depended upon 
to yield good sport, but of late years the Hue of Sight has bmo 
farther West, and the man who gets his dozen a day earns them. 

The majority of our sportsmen now do their Fall shooting for 
ducks and geese at points on the line of the H. & D. R. R., and 
usually meet with good success. 

Quail shooting Is attendeiFto by the “ select few,’’ whose dogs 
will work on*tbem, Fierce county, Wisconsin (shout three mllee 
below here) offering the beet grounds. The birds have been, and 
are now, fairly abundant there, and In the proper season, with 
good doge, first class shooting can be bad. The tew scattering 
bevies that are bred about town are so well protected by thick 
brush, that It’s next to Impossible to get at them. 

As game becomes scarcer our sportamen begin to realize the 
necessity of using better doge than heretofore, and are commenc¬ 
ing to pay some attention to the matter. We are In hopes that 
the old style of mongrel (composed of one-eighth “bird-dog ’’ and 
seven-eighths “suthln else”) will become extinct ere long, and 
Indeed, one baa no reasonable excuse for not owning a good dog 
In the face and eyes of the numerous kennel advertisements In the 
Cbicaoo Field, doga of good strains from ten dollars upward. 
“ You pays your money and takes your choice.” We all have 
our preferencee, you know; but,

J. C- Meloy baa made a good start with a kennel, having a 
brace of fine English setters, a McKoon cocker, and his Chesa¬ 
peake Bay Topee; can’t be beat as a retriever. 
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John Rhodes’ duck dog Frank, a Norwegian retriever, com¬ 
mands a round price for stud services, and Is wsll and favorably 
known throughout the northern part of our state. 

Sam Malrs, one of our best shots and most conscientious hunt¬ 
ers, as far as the game law Is concerned, owns excellent pointers, 
and enjoys them aud his gun Immensely. 

J. C Norton’s Mac Is a well bred Irish setter, and his looks 
don’t belle It. Ills owner told me a few days ago that he was 
expecting a three-year-old breeder of Elcbo stock as a mate for 
Mac. We wish him success. 

Frank Freeman’s kennel has been commented upon recently 
by an abler pen than mine, so I will pass It by. 

Horse talk is booming at present, and additions are being 
made to our stock of trotters, notably, by L. 8. Follett, J. C. 
Meloy, Dr. Fluch and S. DeSllva. 

Turkey shooting on the river monopolized the attention of 
our citizens on Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Year’s. We 
have some fine rifle shots amongst us, but to spare their blushes, 
we withhold names. Some talk Is being made of organizing a 
rifle club, and It Is a matter that Is to bo hoped will not “end In 
tAig.o Bihdsexe.

Eiiitoii CniCAOO Field: —Among the game notes In your Issue 
of April 3, there appears a communication dated Chicago, March 
38, and signed by E. T. Martin, In which the writer says: “Regard¬ 
ing game In Faribault aud .Martin counties, Minn., the quails ars 
all dead, having been smothered by the terrible snowstorms, 
and many of the chickens have suffered la like manner. I heard 
of one man near Blue Earth City, who found over one hundred 
and thirty dead In one snowbank.” One hundred and thirty 
what! if he means quails, I doubt the statement, for the reason 
that It Is very doubtful If that many quails were ever together, 
either dead or alive. In this part of Minnesota, and If he means 
chickens, I doubt It still more, for the reason that to a residence 
of eleven years I have never known a prairie chicken to perish 
from snow, or cold weather, when they had plenty to eat; and 
as at least Iwo-lhlrds of the corn still remains In the field where 
grown, there has been no lack of food the past Winter, In Fari¬ 
bault and .Marlin counties. Mr. Martin further says; “It will 
be years. If ever, before the game of that section of Mluneaota- 
recovers from the effects of this Winter.” 

Now, what the animus of that statement can be. Is more than 
I can tell, unless Mr. Martin is the party of that name who 
figured here during the Fall, and a portion of the Winter as a 
market hunter. If he Is, as I believe, the same party, then kis 
purpose becomes apparent. He simply wishes to keep sportsmen 
away from here. In order that he can have a better chance to ply 
bis trade. The facU are, that no doubt many of the poor little 
Bob Whites have succumbed to the rigors of our unprecedentedly 
severe Winter. But as there was never enough of them to be 
hunted. It will not affect the shooting in the least. 

As to chickens, or grouse, never since I have been here, have 
BO many wintered with us as the past Winter. And although 1 
have been at great pains to Inquire of farmers, I have yet to hear 
of the flrst dead one. Farmers almost without exception reply to 
my questions, that they never saw them so plenty In the Spring 
before, and you cannot drive across the country In any direction 
without seeing large flocks In nearly every cornfield. It Is safe 
to promise sportsmen as good shooting, next Fall, as they ever 
bad here, unless some unlooked for calamity ebonld overtake the 
grouse between now and that time; and we say to them, come on I 
and we will endeavor to treat you as well In the future as we 
have In the past. J. A. Evbkett,

Crows tiie Worst Enemies op Quails. —Mt. Vernon, Ill.— 
E'lUtT Chicago Field:—I have concluded as the results of my ob¬ 
servation, that the worst enemy the quail has to contend with Is 
the common crow; yet they seem to be left to commit their dep¬ 
redations nnnotlced. My entire life has been spent on a farm 
amid the quail and his enemies, and I am confident that for 
every quail killed by a hawk there are twenty destroyed by the 
crow. The hawk simply piles a legitimate vocation, while the 
crow Is a robber, who does his damage by destroying the eggs 
before they are batched, and by devouring the young while In a 
helpless condition. Any one familiar with quails knows their 
habit of falling flat upon the ground at the note of warning from 
the mother bird, which movement places them In safety from a 
hawk, or at least all but one, while It places them entirely at the 
mercy (and he shows none) of the crow, from the fact that be 
will alight In. their mfdst, and often destroy nearly a whole 
covey at once. Next to the crow the farmers’ boys are the worst 
enemies of the quail. It Is a universal custom with them to rob 
every nest they find, and I think a great deal of good conld be 
accomplished by educating the boys to act differently, which I 
think could be done through the medium of the Chicago Field, 
If sportsmen would act as local agents. Increasing Us circulation. 
Another enemy is the mowing machine. I once destroyed 250 
eggs on a meadow of only seven acres, but It was through Igno¬ 
rance, for I had never then read the Chicago Field, and cods»- 
quently did not know that the quail would remain with the eggs 
If only a small plat of grass was left around the nest. I will 
conclude by suggesting to sportsmen, that when they offer a 
bountiifor hawks they should offer one from ten to twenty times 
as large for crows, and the effect would soon be apparent to 
sportsmen. Farmer. 


How Lynx Was Arrested. —Perham, Minn .—Editor Chicago 
Field-.—1 know some of my brother sportsmen will be highly 
amused when they read that Lynx has been arrested for breaking 
the laws governing the protection of birds In Minnesota, so hero 
goee. I have a tame bald eagle among my other pete, which 
requires meat, consequently as the beef Is “frla stiff’’ during our 
Winter months, I bad been In the habit of practicing on snow 
bantings, which dainty morsels seem to have salted Uncle Sam’s 
appetite amszlngly; but one of those mighty (In their own opin¬ 
ion) minions of the law, a Justice of the Peace, baying taken 
offense sgalnst Lynx for my having omitted the two first syllables 
of his name In addressing him, caused Lynx to be arrested for 
shooting a snow-bird, as being against the dignity of the State of 
Minnesota. The statute under which I was charged not naming 
snow-birds, but reading “harmless birds,” and his judicial 
majesty neglecting to prove It a harmless bird, I “hung” the jury 
(pity a rope couldn’t have been used for some of them), conse¬ 
quently our county has a large bill of costs to pay. I claim that 
all birds having the thick hill of a bunting are seed feeders, and 
very destructive to wheat, for If our warehouses are left open, 
thousands flock In to the wheat bins. If I was a lawyer I would 
find some way of framing laws tor the protection of game and 
tnaoctlyoroUB birds that should punish offenders without qatb- 
bling; but as I am only lawyer enough to defend myself against 
Ignorance, I must leave it to wiser heads. Those who know me, 
know that for twenty-seven years I have had game protection as 
a sort of mania—-in season. Everything In these parts Is boom¬ 
ing, even the gronse. Snow almost gone, and fishing now In 
order. Spring shooting we don’t Indulge In, os feathers and 
bones are poor eating. Lynx.

London, Ont., April 5. —The London Fish, Game and lusee- 
tlvorous Birds’ Protective Society are on the alert for offenders 
against the law. Recently a Westminster man named Henry 
Harte, was brought before Squire Peters, charged with shooting 
two quails sad oue partridge. He pleaded guilty to shooting 
one quail, and the magistrate Imposed the lowest fine In bis 
power, t5.00, and costs amounting to t4.60. Another case wbicli 
excited considerable Interest was tried at the police court yester¬ 
day morning. Messrs. Horner A Somerville were charged with 
exposing for sale wild ducks out of season. The prosecution was 
looked after by Dr. Niven, on behalf of the Fish and Game Pro¬ 
tective Association, who pointed out the law clearly. It was 
shown that the statute enacted that certain ducks killed between 
the flrst day of January and the fifteenth of August was done In 
contravention of tho law. In casea where the ducks were pre¬ 
served for family use alone, the lovers of game could have game 
as long as they desired, but any person exposing such for sale 
after the lapse of twenty days from the beginning of the close 
season, was liable to a fine of ^5.00 for each bird so exposed. 
The defendant stated that he could prove that the game had been 
shot previous to the flrst of January. The police magistrate, 
however. Imposed the lowestfloe possible, tS.OO, and $3.85 costs. 
In this case a fine of oyer 140 could have been Imposed, but the 
society only wished to have It shown that their object was 
to carry out the law, and did not presa the charge. B.

The (ileneratloii of Eels. 

One of the most profound Ichthyological problems has been ' 
that of the generation of eels. It has occupied the attention of 
scientl&c men In all ages, and we have much pleasure In giving I 
our readers the very latest on the subject, taken from a recent I 
paper by Dr. Qulstorp, read before the Society for the Protection . 
of Animals, at Grelfswald, Prussia. I 

Although the eel has been known to man and has served him 1 
as food for thousands of years, it has preserved the secret of Its I 
reproduction intact until within quite recent days. Only forty c 
years ago was It said by Martens In bis work on Italy, that of all 1 
animals by which we are surrounded, the eel alone has not yet i 
divulged the mystery of Its procreation to the most persevering 
and painstaking of Investigators. Aristotle busied himself with c 
the problem and advanced the marvelous solution, one little In t 
keeping with his accustomed perspicacity, that eels were genera- I 
ted from the intestines of the world, for In this light ho seems s 
to have regarded earthworms (Lumiricui terratrU, L.) Later b 
on, eels were thought to owe their origin to other Behes, and of ll 
these the vlviparons blenny or eelpout (T^oareet vlviparue, L.) e 
may bo fittingly mentioned here. To this day, even in Sardinia, a 
Is the parentage of eels ascribed to a large black water beetle A 
[Dyttieut Eoeedlii.) As eels are frequently found Infested by In- d 
ternal parasites, chiefly a species of threadworm tAicarit liabiata), "e 
It la not surprising that these should have been mistaken for n 
young eels, or that eels generally should have been Y 
cl^sssed among viviparous animals. It was only toward ci 
the end of the last century that an Italian savant, Professor Mon- 
dlnl, holding the chair of anatomy at Bologna University, first w 
succeeded In finding the sexual organs of the female eel. Soon It 
afterward the Identical discovery was made In Germany by Otto n 
1 rledeiich Muller, but quite Independently of Mondini, whose p 
researches, although concluded In 1777, were not published until qi 
three years later, during which Interval Muller's quest was also It 
successful. Although this Important step was gained, yet no fc 
one. In spite of interrupted endeavors and dissections of vast it 
numbers of eels, could discover anything approaching the nature tl 
Of male sexual organs. And chiefly for this reason, because only ai 
the largest and best developed eels were selected for examlna- fo 
tion, whereas these, as we know now, are Invariably females. In al 
consequeoce of this Inability to discover any male sexual organs, th 
A great many physiologists pronounced the eel to be a true her- oi 
mspbrodite. However, when Mr. Darwin, Instructed In this wl 
matter by Dr. Gunther, the celebrated Ichthyologlat of the Brlt- 
'«n Museum, had made known that so far as he wu aware, the tn 
males of fishes were never larger than the females.

^ isms have already been shown to extot in the reproductive organs 
of the male conger-eel, by Dr. Hermes, of Berlin, It Is not un¬ 
reasonable to assume their presence in Anguilla Vulgarit also. 
From this it will bo seen that eels also are divided Into milters 
and spawners, and like all other fishes, are developed from ova. 
In a like manner they have a fixed time of spawning, which in 
their case Is In Winter. Their spawning beds are to be found in 
of ®®“ **'* brackish water of estuaries or lagoons. 

The procedure Is as follows: The females deposit their ova on 
g mud-banks far away from the coast, where these are duly fer- 
'I’i by the males In the manner common to other fishes. 

From these Impregnated ova the young eels are produced, and In 
[ju weeks* time attain a length of from one-quarter to 

'or of an Inch. During Spring millions upon millions 

of these tiny creatures make their way up stream, and aided by 
tie tenacious slime with which they are provided, creep over and 
surmount every obstacle In their course. From this time until 
ne A^® A®”® ®''® °'^ ®*'* ®®’a remain In fresh or brack¬ 

ish water, for, as the result of Investigations carried on at Com- 
machlo, on the Italian shores of the Adriatic, where eel-flsberies 
of abound, it appears that eels are Incapable of reproduction before 
a, that age. When this stage Is reached the eel hastens to the 
Iv sea during the later Autumn months; and It is only In real salt 
id water, and not, as hitherto supposed. In brackish water, that full 
'W sexual development of both male and female can take place. 
«1 Only on one single occasion has a gravid female with ripe ova 
58 been captured by Radke In brackish water. Having spawned, the 
rt eels die off, totally exhausted by the recent rapid development 
!r and functional employment of their reproductive apparatus; at 
or least, they are never caught when re-ascendlng rivers just after 
spawning. This statement, It should be noted, is not yet conclu¬ 
sively proved; there are many professional eel-catchers who doubt 
le It In part, or deny it altogether. Eels eat no food whatever on 
s- their way down to sea, and in this respect also, they take after 
8, other fishes. In addition to the spawning eels there are, how- 
o ever, others, in whose intestines food may at all times be found; 

;o and these are always In condition and fat, as they never stir out 
io of fresh or brackish water. All these are barren females, whose 
ovaries, if examined, will be found In a degenerated condition, 
with transparent and almost or entirely yolkless ova. 

^ Subjoined are some of the external marks by which the sexes 
may he distinguished;— 

“Firstly, as to size; the male never exceeds nineteen inches, 
whereas the female Is frequently above three feet, and thicker 
than a man’s arm. Secondly, as to shape of bead; in the female 
a marked greater breadth of snout, as compared with the nar- 
e row, and either elongated or short, and sharp-pointed snout of 
it the male. Thirdly, as to color; the female Is usually green on 
b the back, with a yellow or yellowish belly; the back of the male 
Is of the very deepest green or intensest black, the sides of great 
metallic luster—at times even entirely bronze-colored—and the 
,r belly mostly always white. Fourthly, a conspicuous difference 
In the dorsal fins: those of females are much deeper and broader 
as compared with those belonging to males of equal dlmenslona 
And lastly, a distinguishing mark—upon which, however, abso¬ 
lute dependence cannot be placed; this is the proportionately 
greater diameter of the eye of the male; generally speaking, when 
eels are found with conspicuously email eyes they are females, 
although numerous exceptions not infrequently occur.’’ 

The above Is from the Fithing Oautte, In the next issue of 
which Mr. J. Harrington Keene takes exceptions to some of Dr. 

1 Qulstorp's statements. 

t “ I assert,’’ he writes, “that eels will breed, and breed largely 
; in land-locked fresh water—that Is, poods and lakes having pos- 
l itively no access to any water at all approaching bracklshness. 

1 And, indeed, how often Is this truth to be reiterated. During 
the past eight years I have seen similar statementa to that which 
1 I have dented, made.In Continental and American natural his- 1 
I tory publications ad naueeum. I am not now asserting that eels ' 
do not prefer brackith water If by any possibility they can get to I 
it, but my contention Is they will spawn and milt In places where < 
no sea has been since antediluvian times. I 

“ I laid emphasis on the word brackish just now, which euffl- i 
clently Indicates my opposition in opinion to Dr. Qulstorp’s asser- i 
tlon about actual sea or salt water. My reasons are—first, Mr t 
Buckland, in his ‘Familiar History of British Fishes,’ asserts be I 
saw some young eels actually hatchln^^ out at the entrance to the t 
harbor at Galway; and, second, the unquestioned certainty that 1 
if a fresh.water eel be suddenly placed In sea-water. It dies. How- t 
ever, when eels manage to arrive at salt water it may be that our 
author Is right—though probability Is, In my mind, against him. Si 
Anyhow, the sentence immediately following the one I quoted S( 
does not at all strengthen his dictum. It being simply negative a 
'evidence. It runs ‘ Only in one single instance has a gravid fe- s] 
male with ripe ova been captured by Radke in brackish water.’ 'i 
What Radke has not found, does not establish a position con- p 
cernlng what Is to be found, I Imagine. a 

‘'Further on we are told, ‘eels eat no food whatever on their h 
way down^ the sea, and In this respect they take after other s< 
fishes.’ Now this is, again, unqualifiedly wrong, for on rainy ti 
nights when eels have been ‘mnnlng,’ as It Is termed, I have re- ai 
peatedly taken them with ordinary strong leger tackle; not fre- ct 
quently, I admit, as compared with the results of fishing earlier - 
In the season when they have been ascending, but sufficiently to si 
form a strong exception to the doctor's rule. And again, he re- bi 
iterates the inaccuracy referred to in the first quotation above In ol 
the following words; ‘In addition to the spawning eels there 
are, however, others In whose Intestines food may st all times be w 
found [luckless admission, though a true onel] and these are fl( 
always in condition and fat, though they never stir out of w 
the fresh or brackish water.

by eels, and carefully examined it to see If there were any ova In eh 
It; and after testing several specimens without success, I was at W( 
last gratified by observing the eels small and transparent lying fo 
on the snrface almost motionless. They rapidly grew and in ten bli 
days acquired strength and size to swim about.’ The Rev. ,W. a I 
Houghton mentions that at a place on the river Stour be found fe< 
It alive with young eels, ‘ some _ of them scarcely batched, at a up 
depth of five to fifteen Inches.’’ In my ‘Practlc^ Fisherman,' an

^The subjects treated upon, as shown by the table of contents, 
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1 Let US follow him In bis lonely wanderings. Having lived on bis 
beautiful plantation for ten years, be was Induced to return to tbe 
1 West With a mattress, a few prepared viands, and two negroes 
to assist him, he departed, accompanied by big wife and child, for 
a residence which he bad secured for himself in the village of 
Henderson, Ky. They fioated down the Ohio river, meeting with 
no obstacles, and al last reached their habitation In tbe wilder¬ 
ness. One can picture in bis mind the grandeur and beauty of 
those, at that time, almost uninhabited shores; tbe dense and 
lofty summits of the forests that covered the hills and overhung 
the margin of the streams, unmolested by the aic of tbe settler. 
The vast herds of elks, deer and buffaloes, whose habitat were 
those very hills aud valleys have, alas I long since ceased to exist. 

At Henderson he was accustomed to make long excursions 
scouring tbe fields and woods. We think we can see him now’, 
setting out early In the morning, with no companion but his dog 
and gun; tbe faithful tin box, containing bis pencils and color^ 
slung to his Bide; now bringing down the pretty warbler, and 
'neath tbe shade of tbe sheltering oak he describes the form, and 
paints the colors of the variegated plumage of his victim; anou 
crouching for hours underneath some withered trunk toobservethe 
habits of some shy and timid bird, then climbing tbe jagged side of 
some rocky precipice, to find the nest and eggs of the eagle; now 
treading on tbe bead of the serpent, that hisses and writhes 
among the thick leaves of the copse; now starting the bear and 
cougar from their secret lairs; then sarlmmlng with lusty stroke 
—his gun and traps fastened above bis bead—tbe waters of some 
swollen stream, and wandering for days through the dense cane 
brakes, at night sleeping on the hard ground, or In the branches 
of a friendly tree. 

The Incldeota, It must be supposed, of expeditions of this sort 
were many and striking. Exposed to dangers on every side, by 
floods, by tempests, by fires, by wild beasts, by ssvagea ; his life 
was a perpetual scene of vicissitudes and adventures, some of 
which we will relate. 

Once, when returning from the upper Mississippi, be was 
forced to cross one of the great prairies of that region; toward 
dark, weary and faint, he approached a light that feebly shone 
from the window ol s log but In the edge of the forest. Reach¬ 
ing the spot, he presented hlmsell at tbe door, which was opened 
by a tall, carelessly dressed woman, whose voice was gruff when 
she granted bi^ request, consenting to bis entering. He took a 
wooden stool, and quietly settled blmselt by the fire. A finely 
formed young Indian was seated In the center of the cabin, with 
bis head resting between bis hands, and his elbows upon his knees; 
a long bow .stood against tbe wall,while a quantity of arrows, and a 
few coon pelts lay upon tbe floor. Tbe Indian did not move, and 
upon being addressed In French by Audubon, be raised his head, 
and pointed to one of his eyes with bis finger. His face was 
covered with blood. It appeared that an hour before, while 
In tbe act of discharging an arrow at a coon, the arrow split 
upon tbe cord, and sprang back with such violence Into hla right 
eye an to destroy It forever. 

“Feeling hungry," Mr. Audubon continnee bis usrratlve, “ I 
Inquired what sort of fare I might expect; no beds were to be 
seen, bat many untanned bides of bear and buffalo lay plied up 
In a corner. I drew my fine timepiece from my pocket and told 
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the women It w»» Ute, end thet I wea fetlgued. She hed eapled 
my watch, the richness of which seemed to operate upon her 
feelings with electric quickness. She told me there wea plenty 
of venison and Jerked buffalo meet, end thet under the ashes 
I would And a hoe-cake. But my watch had struck her fancy, 
and her curiosity bad to be gretlAed with a sight of It. I took 
from around my neck the gold chain that secured It, and pre¬ 
sented It to her. She was all ecstacy, spoke of Its beauty, and 
asked its value; placed the chain about her brawny neck, saying 
bow happy the possession of such a chain would make her. 
Thoughtless, and fancying myself In so retired a spot secure, I 
paid little attention to her talk, or her movements. I helped my 
dog to a good supper of venison, sod was not long in satisfying 
the demands of my own appetite. 

“ The Indian rose from his seat as If In extreme suffering. He 
passed and repasscd me several times, and once pinched me on 
the side violently, so much so, that It nearly brought from me an 
expression of anger. I looked at him. hiseye metmlne; but his 
look was so forbidding It caused a chill to pass over me. He 
again seated himself, drew a knife from Its greasy scabbard, ex¬ 
amined Its edge and replaced It, and taking bis tomahawk from 
his back, tilled It with tobacco, sending mo expressive glances 
whenever the hostess had her back turned toward us Never, 
until that moment, had my senses been awakened to the danger 
which I now suspected to be about me. I returned glance for 
glance with the Indian, and rested assured that whoever my ene¬ 
mies might be, be was not one of them. 

“ In the meantime I retired to rest upon the skins, when two 
athletic youths, the sons of the woman, made their appearance. 
She whispered with them a little while, when they fell to eating 
and drinking, to a state bordering on Intoxication. Judge of 
my astonishment when I saw the Incarnate Bend Uke a large 
carving knife and go to the grindstone and whet its edge. I 
saw her pour the water on the stone, and watched their motions 
until the sweat covered every part of my body. In spite of my 
determination to defend myself to the last. 

“ ‘ There, that’ll soon settle him! Boys, kill yon-, and then 

for the watch I' 

“ I turned over on my couch, cocked my gunlocks silently, and 
lay ready to shoot the Brat one who might attempt my life. 
Fortunately, two strangers suddenly entered at this moment, the 
purpose of the woman was disclosed, snd she and her sons 
securely bound." 

But neither earthquakes or attempted murder could affect him 
half as much as he suffered by wild animals—neither more nor 
less than rats. 

It was a calamity, the like of which is seldom recorded In 
literary history. Edward Livingston, It Is said, having flnished 
his great, code of LoulsUnla law, beheld the labor of three long 
years perish In an Instant In the Bames. Thos. Carlyle (recently 
deceased), when be bad Bnlshed the Bret volume of his French 
Revolution, had every scrap of It burned through the carelessness 
of a friend; and so, Mr. Audubon, having wandered and toiled for 
years to get accurate representattons of American birds, found 
that two Norway rats had. In a single night, destroyed two hun¬ 
dred of his original drawings, containing the forme of more than 
a thousand Inhabitants of the air. All, all were gone. Notbingleft 
except a heap of scraps, upon which the rata bad already begun 
to propagate their species. “ The burning beat," says the noble 
hearted sufferer, “which InsUntly rushed through my brain was 
too great to be endured without affecting the whole of my 
nervous system. I slept not for many nights, and the days 
passed like days of oblivion, until Ibe animal powers being re¬ 
called Into action, through the strength of my constitution, I took 
up my gun, my note book, and my pencils, and went toward the 
woods as gaily as if nothing had happened."

Old Abe. 

The Milwaukee Jtej/ublican givqp the following facta about Old 
Abe, furnished by Major Dawes, who commanded the Eighth 
Wisconsin, the regiment this celebrated eagle accompanied 
through the war. 

Old Abe was well known all over the world. His reputation 
Is as widespread as that of any general who fought In the same 
battles with him. My Bret acquaintance with him was In the 
Spring of 1861, Just abont twenty years ago now. The Eighth 
Wisconsin Regiment, a company of which I bad the honor to com¬ 
mand, was going Into camp at Camp Randall, In Madison, and 
with one of the companies, that commanded by Captain Perkins, 
came the eagle, then a chicken about half or two-thirds grown. 

Whether the Idea bad been formed before he came Into camp 
of making him a part of the regiment lor the war, or whether It 
was developed afterward, I do not now recollect, but It was un¬ 
derstood before we left the camp that the bird was enlisted, and 
he was christened Old Abe, and one of the tallest men In the 
regiment detailed to carry and take care of him, with the under¬ 
standing that at the end of the war he was to convey him to 
Washington, and present him to his namesake, the President. A 
standard with a slanting platform on It, over which was a carved 
quiver and arrows, for him to stand upon, was obtained, and 
upon this he made bis way when on the march. A cord attached 
to his leg secured him to his standard, and standing on this 
perch, over the shoulder of his bearer, and near the colors of the 
regiment, be was the observed of all observers. 

He got away from the regiment several times, but never for 
long. The most noted was at the battle of Corinth. Oeneral 
Mower’s horse was shot from under him, I lost one-third of all the 
men I had, either killed or wounded, was shot myself, and a bal¬ 
let cut Old Abe's cord, all In a moment of time. Tbe Rebs were 
down on ns with a whoop and a yell. I.saw our eagle “soaring" 
—that Is a pretty classical word to us, but it alone can express 
the dignity of the flight—away oyer the Rebel lines, and sup¬ 
posed he was gone for keeps, as did we all, and sorry enough we 
were. We were In trouble enough, licked—for the time being— 
our friends killed and woanded,old “Jo's’’ horse shut(and we all 
liked tbe old fellow on bis master’s account), and above all, onr 
eagle gone over to the Rebs. Some of my men gathered me up 
In a blanket and took me along as beat they could, and we had 
not gone far before Old Abe came swooping back to his perch, 
which was being brought along, for we did not mean to let the 
Johnnies crow over that, anyhow. This sounds almost too 
poetical to be believed, but there were too many eye witnesses to 
it to be successfully contradicted. I know these things of my 
own knowledge, and assert them to be true. 

I don't account for the eagle knowing the regiment. All I 
have to do about it Is to state facta. If yon want reasons and 
causes yon most go to some philosopher. I believe the eagle 
knew our regiment as well as we knew It ourselves, sod that be 
could tell It as far off as any of us. When soldiers from other 
regiments visited ns that called on him, as they usnally did, he 
did not appear the same before them as before any members of 
the Eighth that happened to be near him. It was a common 
understanding among tbe boys that Old Abe knew who belonged 
to bis regiment and who did not, even If they were soldiers of 
other regiments. Tbe Colonel bad a dog with us that evidently 
knew the personnel of tbe regiment entirely, better, probably. 


than any one belonging to it Jdid. I am not superstitious, 
but I fully believe that bird could think. 

Rebel chickens seemed to agree with bis constitution remark¬ 
ably well. He never suffered for want of food; the rest of us 
sometimes did. I have seen the whole regiment on chase after 
a rabbit across tbe Held after a hard day’s march, whooping like 
Sends, lor bis supper. Of course It was fun, but Its being fur tbe 
eagle helped the fun wonderfully. 

During an engagement he was always In tbe thickest of the 
fight, near tbe colors, usually on the ground, occasionally flying 
to his perch, and screaming terrifically. He seemed to know that 
business was being transacted, and the nature of It. He would 
stand by a cannon which was being served with tbe greatest ra¬ 
pidity, without flinching, and the rattle of small arms appeared 
to delight him. Of course be did not know what it It was to be 
hurt by the balls, but I believe that be appreciated that trouble 
came to those about him by their means. 

Tbe army were, and are, all enthusiastic about him. He was 
a bird only, but bo was tbe embodiment of a principle, a compan¬ 
ion of our service, which Is a great deal. In a word. And there 
will be a great many wet eyes to-morrow, when the news of hl.s 
death reaches the survivors of the Eighth regiment. I have about 
as much dignity as people generally have, but I would nut feel 
that It was In the least compromised by my acting as a pall bearer 
at bis funeral, should be be buried. 


Bird Kestft. 

nv CHARLES ALOHICII. 

In tbe Spring of 1880 tbe red-winged bluebirds returned to 
this locality on the eighth day of March. They came In large 
flocks, and filled tbe air with their music. But this Spring they 
were delayed by the cold weather, and did not arrive until March 
25. On that day I beard some of them chirping, in a lonesome 
sort of way, on the oaks near my residence. Taking my glass I 
found but five birds, and these were all males. I saw no others 
that day or tbe next, but on Ibe 27ib and 28tb they were with us 
In large flocks, both males and females, and all seemed musi¬ 
cal and happy. 

This region is one of their favorite breeding places, and they 
nest In tbe sloughs, where the grass and rushes grow heavy and 
strong, snd where water remains throughout tbe season. They 
bring three or four stalks of coarse grass or bulrushes near to¬ 
gether, and to these most Ingeniously attach the nests. 

A few years ago much prejudice existed amongst our farmers 
against these birds, but this seems to have almost entirely died 
out. They used to destroy some corn Just as It was beginning 
to glsze, but latterly I have heard no complaints In this direc¬ 
tion. They are evidently highly useful Insectivorous birds, and 
they sing very beautifully, both In the Spring and Autumn. 

On tbe SIst of March I visited tbe Iowa Agricultural College, 
at Ames, Story county. Returning to tbe railroad station late in 
tbe afternoon, I crossed a little knoll containing perhaps one- 
fourth of an acre, and when near the top a little bird Mew up. 
I had eome very near setting my foot upon It, and Instinctively 
looked for tbe spot It had risen from. (I think that Is a “ survi¬ 
val " of an old boyhood habit acquired when upon expeditions In 
search of nests.) Right there, upon tbe ground, was a dear lit¬ 
tle nest, with three eggs in It! These eggs were a sort of green¬ 
ish drab color, and thickly mottled with brown spots. At this 
time it did not seem to me that tbe snow could possibly have 
been melted from tbe knoll more than three days. The wind 
was blowing “ bllizard" like from the Northwest, and tbe tem¬ 
perature was keen and cold. Tbe mercury must have been sev¬ 
eral degrees below the freezing point. I never saw a bird’s nest 
at such a season before. More than three-fourths of tbe ground 
was still covered with enow, and in many t>laces the great drifts 
were as high as the fences. 

The bird, I take It, was tbe Winter snowbird, or enow bunting, 
{Pltclrophantt ntvalis) which remains with us all the year round. 
They are always about In little flocks in the bitterest, stormiest 
weather, living largely. It would seem, on the seeds of our species 
of golden-rod. I got away as quickly as I could, for I thought 
It would take only a few moments of such extreme cold to de¬ 
stroy the vitality of those precious little eggs I

Editor Chicaqo Field: —Une of your correspondents has In 
so graphic a manner depicted bis feelings on tbe capture of bis first 
squirrel, that 1 shall not attempt. In my prosy ‘Danner, to say 
much about the rapture I experienced about my first deer, more 
particularly as the circumstances surrounding it were somewhat 
dubious. There Is ncvertbelese, a charm', a lingering charm, 
about a “ first” almost anything, that Is Impossible to describe. 

How proud tbe youth of the first dollar he earns; be holds tbe 
broad piece In his hand; ther&lt Is, tbe bright shining money, all 
bis own; be has truly and deservedly earned It, and be feels 
be is no more a child. Who does not, while sitting before bis 
own fireside, almost unconsciously thinking over the past—that 
good, bad and indifferent past—sometimes recall a face, a fair young 
face, that brings with It many a tender shade of feeling—the face 
of our first love. First kiss, did you say I Tes, our baby Ups re¬ 
ceived that, but a different sort of kiss was the Bret of that other 
kind. Ah 1 well, poets may do justice to It, I’ll give It np. 

As I said, my first deer wss got In a somewhat doubtful man¬ 
ner. Some years ago I was Invited to Join a party that was going 
Into the wilds of Michigan. I was not a deer hunter, but bad 
bad considerable experience In shooting over setters and pointers, 
and would at any time rather take my dogs and kill a dozen 
quails In good style than slaughter tbe biggest ox—I beg pardon, 
1 mean deer—that roams the forest; and though, since then, I 
have tasted almost all sorts of animal shooting, I would still 
prefer to go Into a good snipe marsh, or the brown October stub¬ 
ble, and enjoy a day’s shooting over friend Tip, to bagging a 
dozen buSaloea Bad taste, you may say, but It Is true, and I 
can’t help It. 

Well, we started. Buch a party, and such an outfit; a glance 
showed me that they were not workmen of tbe right order, but 
for tbe most part, carpet knights,, who could kill more game 
round a good fire than anywhere else. On arriving at our desti¬ 
nation we were met by a party of professional hunters and their 
dogs. These men knew the beet places for game, and after 
placing us In hides, or stations on runways, entered tbe forest 
with their dogs to drive the game toward ns, and as our party wag 
large, and scattered In this manner covered a good deal of 
ground, some one was pretty sure to get a shot. 

At my request I was placed on the extreme left of tbe party. 
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I did not like the way In which eome of them bandied their guns, 
and there at any rate I was safe from any fire In the rear. For a 
while tbe novelty of my position made It interesting; the towering 
moss covered pines with their straight shafts and filnged heads, 
the fantastic shapes of the drifted snow, the eternal silence; 
these and a hundred other things I had never noticed before 
now forced themselves, as it were, on my observation, and for 
an hour or so made my situation endurable. After a while I 
found out that this kind of thing did not suit me, standing In 
deep snow, thermometer ten above zero. I came out of my 
hiding place, walked up and down, beat my hands. Jumped, 
danced, anything to keep warm. 

I had left my gun leaning against a tree, and had walked ten 
or fifteen paces away, when right In front of me I saw a fine 
buck not thirty yards distant, looking straight at me. I did not 
move a muscle, knowing it would be worse than useless to at¬ 
tempt to reach my gun. What a grand, noble looking fellow he 
was; I don’t think I could have shot him If I had had my gun. 
There he stood, anllBiig the wintry air, looking at me and I at 
him ; how long we continued In this position I don’t know, but 
the deer, probably thinking I was the ugliest, finally broke and 
ran. 

Dear reader, I had never, until that moment, thoroughly real¬ 
ized how homely a man I was. 'That poor, lunocent creature Jiad 
frightened Itself to the verge of terror by simply looking at me. 
No one else had seen him, and I felt glad lu think be had got 
away with a whole skin. That was all tbe llrst day had lu store 
for me, though several shots had been fired on my right, and one 
deer killed. 

The next day we were out again. I stood still until nearly 
frozen, and then began to warm up as before. Up to this time 
I bad 0 tseen a horn, that Is, a live one; but a few feet from 
where I was standing, out of a fallen tree top, five or six ruffed 
grouse flushed, and flew but a short distance. Here was some 
sport at last, and changing my shells from buckshot to eights, I 
followed tbe birds, and had better luck with them than with the 
deer, for I soon bad a couple of them In my pocket, and was hav¬ 
ing a nice little shoot all to myself. 

My sport was soon interrupted by several of our party coming 
op, and asking me If 1 bad killed any. 

“ Yes." 

“ Where was itl” 

“ In my pocket." 

“ What did you shoot alt" 

“ Grouse." 

Well, I was a nice fellow, to go to work blazing away like 
that, scaring all the deer out of tbe country, and breaking up tbe 
hunt; for by this time nearly all tbe party were coming up. I 
got It pretty well all round, and no doubt deserved It; when. In 
tlie midst of our scold, we beard the dogs at full cry, close, and 
apparently coming stiaigbt lo us: Wo had scarce time to form 
our line, biding behind trees, brush, anything at hand, when 
four deer came dashing right through us, the dogs close behind 
them; lo fact, the pi.or creatures seemed so afraid of their four- 
footed foes as to see or bear nothing but those dreadful dogs. 

Crack I bang I go rifle and gun, ball and buckshot. 

I was still uu the extreme left, and friend B., tbe only une who 
had heartily laughed at ray grouse shooting, was next to me. 
Between us, not twenty yards from either, ran a young buck. 1 
aimed right at his fore shoulder, pulled, aud down he fell, strug¬ 
gled to his feet, and before I could fire again, rolled over dead as 
a stone. 

Hurrah for my first deer, I cried, aud turning to B., saw him 
reloading. 

“Didyou shootl" I asked. 

“Of course I did," said B. 

Fifty per cent, of my elation bad vanished at once. It might 
have been B.’e shot that did the fatal work, but th^n I knew I 
had hit him. Walking up to the deer, I commenced to load; a 
horrid truth had just come to light. 

“ Well, If that Is not tbe most extraordinary thing I ever 
knew." 

“What’s that?" asks B. 

Reader, I did not tell him; I only said “ that our ^ns should 
have gone off at once, and neither of us know that the other bad 
shot”—that wasn't It. 

“ Well,’’ says B, “he is Just fairly riddled, we gave him a dose 
that time.” , 

Good-natured, honest Bl It was an awful shame, but 1 could 
not tell him, and Just then theothers came up and complimented 
us on our good shot, and what a fine fellow It was. “ Truth is 
mighty and will prevail," more especially, I have observed, when 
it Is mightiest; I never yet told anyone, not even generous old 
B., but oh, CiiicAOO Field I I will confess to you the most extra¬ 
ordinary thing I ever knew. 

I bad loaded my gun with number eight shot, expecting more 
grouse shooting before being interrupted, and In the subMquent 
excitement and hurry, bad forgotten to change It Bo, before 
knowing B. bad shot, I really believed I had killed that deer with 
quail shot I Of course, my number eight might have tickled bis 
•hide, but B.’s buckshot killed my first deer. H A. B.
